Thomas  Brown  was  an  original  proprietor  of  Sudbury,  Massachu¬ 
setts  where  the  Rev.  Edmund  Brown  was  the  first  minister.  It  is 
probable  that  they  were  brothers.  Thomas  Brown  was  of  Concord, 
Massachusetts  in  1638,  perhaps  somewhat  earlier.  He  was  made  a 
freeman  on  March  14,  1639.  In  later  life  he  moved  to  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts  where  he  died  on  November  3,  1688.

Boaz  Brown,  oldest  son  of  Thomas  and  Bridget  Brown,  was  born 
in  Concord,  Massachusetts  on  February  14,  1641  and  died  at  Stow, 
Massachusetts  on  April  7,  1724  in  his  83rd  year.  He  was  also  of 
Concord,  was  made  a  freeman  in  1673,  but  removed  later  to  Stow. 

The  first  wife  of  Boaz  Brown  was  Mary,  daughter  of  Edward 
and  Jane  (Wilkinson)  Winship.  (Winship  II).  They  were  married 
November  12,  1664  at  Concord.  She  was  born  in  Cambridge,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  on  July  1,  1641.  She  died  before  September  10,  1716,  for 
on  that  date  he  married,  as  his  second  wife,  Abigail  Wheat  who  died 
July  7,  1726,  “relict  of  Boaz  Brown.”  There  were  no  children  of  this 
second  marriage.

Silas  Brown,  son  of  Aaron  and  Rachel  (Reed)  Brown,  was  bom 
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October  7,  1754  at  Leominster,  Massachusetts,  a  twin  brother  of 
Elizabeth.  He  died  at  Putney,  Vermont  on  January  9,  1813. 

There  were  about  67  men  who  settled  farms  in  Sullivan,  New 
Hampshire  and  who  had  served  in  the  American  Revolution.  In  the 
list  given  in  the  History  of  Sullivan  is  found  the  name  of  Silas  Brown 
of  Massachusetts,  and  a  note  states  that  he  was  accredited  to  Ashby, 
Massachusetts. 

In  “Massachusetts  Soldiers  &  Sailors  of  the  Revolution”,  Volume 
II,  page  687,  is  found  the  following  Revolutionary  War  service  for 
Silas  Brown. 

“Brown,  Silas,  Ashby.  Private,  Capt.  John  Jones’  Co.,  Col.  James  Pres¬ 
cott’s  regt.,  which  marched  April  20,  1775,  in  response  to  the  alarm  of 
April  19,  1775;  service,  7  days;  also:  Capt.  Abijah  Wyman’s  Co.,  Col. 
William  Prescott’s  regt.,  muster  roll  dated  August  1,  1775;  enlisted  April 
24,  1775;  service,  3  months,  9  days;  also:  company  return  dated  Cam¬ 
bridge,  October  3,  1775;  also:  list  of  men  who  enlisted  into  Continental 
Army  in  July  1776,  for  5  months  service  at  the  Westward  and  served 
accordingly.” 

Mr.  Brown  was  of  Temple,  New  Hampshire  from  1781  to  1784, 
of  Dublin  from  1786  to  1794,  and  of  Sullivan  from  1794  to  1796.  On 
April  23,  1794,  William  Warren  of  Parkersfield,  sold  the  farm 
home  of  150  acres  to  Silas  Brown  for  ^300.  As  Mr.  Brown  lived 
in  Dublin  only  until  1796,  he  sold  the  farm  back  to  Mr.  Warren 
on  September  26th.  It  was  about  this  time  that  he  emigrated  to 
Vermont. 

The  exact  date  of  his  marriage  is  unknown,  but  it  must  have  been 
about  1776  or  1777.  His  wife  was  Mary  (Nims)  Larabee,  widow 
of  Stephen  Larabee  and  daughter  of  Ebenezer  and  Mercy  (Smead) 
Nims.  (Nims  IV).  She  was  born  at  Keene,  New  Hampshire  on 
May  23,  1756  and  died  November  3,  1819.  The  family  Bible  of 
Silas  Brown  gives  her  birth  date  as  September  4,  1756,  but  the  date 
of  May  23rd  is  on  the  Vital  Records  of  Keene.

William  Jansen  Schutt,  the  progenitor  of  this  family  in 
America,  came  from  Holland,  probably  from  Amsterdam.  He  died 
at  Shawangunk,  New  York  in  1722.  His  Will,  recorded  in  Dutch, 
was  dated  May  6,  1706  but  was  not  proved  until  June  4,  1722  at 
which  time  Capt.  Nicolas  Hofman  and  the  other  witnesses  appeared 
before  the  Court  to  prove  it.  A  brief  translation  of  this  Will  is  to 
the  effect  that  the  wife  is  to  remain  in  full  possession  of  the  whole 
estate;  that  one  hundred  guldens  are  to  be  paid  by  her  in  one  year 
to  the  children  of  the  oldest  son,  Jan;  one  hundred  guldens  to  be 
paid  by  her  in  two  years  to  son,  Myndert;  one  hundred  guldens 
to  be  paid  by  her  in  three  years  to  son,  Salomon;  one  hundred  gul¬ 
dens  to  daughter  Magdaleen  in  four  years;  one  hundred  guldens 
to  daughter  Neyltie  in  five  years;  one  hundred  guldens  to  daughter 
Adarytie  in  six  years;  to  son,  Abraham,  his  land  in  Shawongonck  in 
consideration  that  he  remain  on  the  farm  and  in  his  father’s  service, 
and  that  he  pay  six  hundred  guldens  for  the  said  land.  The  wife  and 
son,  Abraham,  were  appointed  executors. 

The  Land  Records  show  that  he  owned  land  in  Beverwyck  (Al¬ 
bany)  in  1657.  He  was  called  “burger  and  citizen  of  the  village  of 
Beverwyck,”  also  on  the  record  he  gives  power  of  attorney  to  Janse 
Abel  Stoffel  who  was  proposing  to  go  to  Holland,  together  with 
power  of  attorney  to  his  niece,  Eyttie  Meindertse  dwelling  at  Am¬ 
sterdam  in  Holland,  to  collect  from  his  uncle,  Symon  Janse,  dwelling 
at  Wieringer,  all  that  was  bequeathed  to  him,  William  Jansen  Schutt, 
by  his  deceased  grandmother. 

The  name  of  his  wife  was  Griete  Jacobs,  but  dates  of  her  birth 
and  death  are  not  known.  It  is  evident  that  the  two  older  children 
were  born  in  Holland  before  the  emigration.

In  a  roster  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Dutchess  County  Militia,  Sec¬ 
ond  Regiment  in  command  of  Col.  Abraham  Brinkerhoff,  is  to  be 
found  the  name  of  Abraham  Schutt.  This  record  is  on  page  135  of 
“New  York  in  the  Revolution.”  In  the  same  volume,  on  page  270, 
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is  a  list  of  sundry  persons  whose  service  is  evidenced  by  manuscripts 
on  file  in  the  Comptroller’s  Office,  but  whose  names  are  not  found 
on  the  papers  of  any  of  the  regular  organizations.  Among  this  list 
is  the  name  of  Abraham  H.  Schutt.

Solomon  Schutt,  son  of  Meindert  and  Catherine  (Freer)  Schutt, 
was  baptized  at  Rhinebeck,  New  York  on  April  17,  1740.  He  married, 
about  1771,  Sarah  Lommers. 

There  were  three  branches  of  service  from  New  York  during 
the  Revolutionary  War:  The  Line,  which  regiments  were  in  the 
United  States  service  under  General  Washington,  and  which  also 
had  regiments  of  artillery  and  an  organization  of  “Green  Mountain 
Boys”;  The  Militia,  which  then,  as  now,  could  only  be  called  out 
of  the  State  for  three  months  at  a  time;  and  The  Levies,  which  were 
drafts  from  different  militia  regiments  and  from  the  people  direct 
as  well,  and  which  could  be  called  upon  to  serve  outside  the  State 
during  their  entire  term. 

On  page  187  in  “New  York  in  the  Revolution”  is  to  be  found  a 
roster  of  the  First  Regiment  of  the  Ulster  County  Militia  under 
command  of  Colonel  Johannes  Snyder.  The  name  of  Solomon  Schut 
appears  in  the  list  of  enlisted  men.  In  the  same  volume,  on  page  82, 
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is  a  roster  of  enlisted  men  serving  in  The  Levies  under  Colonel 
Albert  Pawling  and  here  again  is  found  the  name  of  Solomon  Schutt, 
but  no  location  is  given  for  this  service.  Although  the  spelling  of 
the  name  is  slightly  different,  it  is  thought  these  two  services  were 
given  by  the  same  man.

Catherine  Schutt,  daughter  of  Solomon  and  Sarah  (Lommers) 
Schutt,  was  baptized  May  14,  1774.  She  died  in  Campbelltown,  New 
York  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Charity  Goodrich.  On  January 
19,  1792  she  was  married  to  Meindert  Schutt,  son  of  Abraham  Hen¬ 
drik  and  Lysabeth  (Fredenburg)  Schutt.  (Schutt  Line  One,  V.)  He 
was  born  between  1765  and  1770  and  died  in  Campbelltown  about 
1850. 


BAKER  FAMILY 

Arms:  Argent,  on  a  saltire  engrailed,  sable,  five  escallops  of  the  field;  on  a 
chief  of  the  second,  a  lion  passed  of  the  second. 

Crest:  A  dexter  arm  embowed,  vested  azure,  cuffed  argent,  holding  in  the 
hand  an  arrow  of  the  last. 

The  common  surname  of  Baker  in  England  is  almost  supplanted 
by  the  name  of  Baxter  in  Scotland;  and  all  the  Bakers  may  be  con¬ 
sidered  of  English  origin.  The  name  Baker  is  from  the  occupation, 
and  appears  in  old  documents  as  Le  Bakere,  etc. 

The  name  of  Robert  le  Baker  appears  in  Calendarium  Inquisi- 
tionum  Post  Mortem;  and  the  name  of  Walter  le  Bakere  appears  in 
Writs  of  Parliament;  and  other  names  of  Bakers  appears  in  old  docu¬ 
ments  of  ancient  origin. 

The  pedigree  of  the  Bakers  of  Battel,  Sussex  County,  England, 
begins  with  John,  living  there  in  1375,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III 
(1327-1377).  One  of  his  direct  descendants,  John  (1509-1547),  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  VIII  (1509-1547),  was  of  Duckinghouse  in 
Wittyham.  Much  later  in  direct  line,  Thomas  Baker  of  Battel, 
married  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Engham,  knight,  of 
Goodweston,  and  his  wife,  Priscilla  de  Honeywood.  Priscilla  was 
the  daughter  of  Robert  de  Honeywood,  of  Charing  Kent,  and 
Marks  Hall,  Essex,  who  married  Mary  Walters  of  Lenham,  County 
Kent. 

In  heraldry,  a  saltire  or  St.  Andrew’s  cross,  is  symbolic  of  cour¬ 
age,  and  the  reward  of  those  who  have  scaled  the  walls  of  towns. 
Engrailed  lines  denote  the  possession  of  land.  Escallops,  or  shells, 
were  granted  to  those  crusaders  who  were  truly  noble.  The  lion 
has  always  had  a  high  place  in  heraldry,  and  the  arrow  signifies 
martial  readiness. 

I 

Edward  Baker,  the  emigrating  ancestor  of  the  family,  was  an 
Englishman,  coming  to  New  England  in  the  year  1630.  Undoubtedly 
he  came  hither  in  the  large  fleet  under  Governor  Winthrop  which 
sailed  from  England  in  April  and  arrived  in  Boston  and  Salem  in 
June  and  July  of  1630.  This  fleet  consisted  of  eleven  vessels,  and 
brought  seventeen  hundred  colonists.  Some  of  them  were  from  the 
western  part  of  England,  but  the  greater  number  were  from  around 
London.  On  their  arrival  they  began  to  make  settlements  in  the 
pathless  woods.  Mr.  Dudley  says  that  some  of  them  settled  “upon 
the  river  of  Saugus.”  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  was  first  settled  only  the 
previous  year  by  five  families,  and  this  year  records  the  large  ad- 
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dition  of  fifty  persons  with  their  families.  Research  has  failed  to 
bring  to  light  anything  concerning  Edward  Baker  prior  to  his  ar¬ 
rival  in  Lynn  where  he  settled  on  the  south  side  of  “Baker’s  Hill.” 
The  hill  to  which  his  name  was  first  given  has  known  no  other,  and 
yet  stands  “rock-ribbed  and  ancient”,  an  enduring  monument  to  the 
God-fearing,  liberty-loving  and  hard-working  pioneer  farmer  who 
gave  us  this  goodly  heritage. 

He  was  admitted  a  “Freeman”  on  March  14,  1638.  All  that  is 
known  of  his  wife  is  that  her  name  was  Joan  or  Jane,  and  that  she 
died  April  9,  1693. 

In  1657  he  removed  from  Lynn  to  Northampton,  Massachusetts, 
only  three  years  after  the  settlement  of  that  town,  where  he  has 
several  grants  of  land  from  the  town,  purchased  several  lots  besides, 
held  important  town  offices,  and  remained  many  years,  “respected 
and  influential.”  In  later  years  he  settled  sons,  Joseph  and  Timothy, 
there  and  returned  to  Lynn  where  he  died  March  16,  1687,  and  was 
buried  the  next  day. 

Mr.  Newhall,  in  the  “History  of  Lynn”  by  Alonzo  Lewis  and 
J.  R.  Newhall,  says:  “The  Will  of  Mr.  Baker  is  dated  October  16, 
1685,  and  having  previously  provided  for  some  of  his  children  by 
deed,  not  all  of  them  are  named  in  it.  He  exhorts  his  family  to  live 
peaceable  and  pious  lives,  and  desires  for  himself  ‘a  decent  funeral, 
suitable  to  his  rank  and  quality  while  living’  and  without  ostenta¬ 
tion.”  His  burial  place  is  unmarked  and  unknown.  None  of  his  lands 
are  in  the  hands  of  his  descendants.

Timothy  Baker,  third  son  of  Edward  and  Joan  Baker,  was  born 
in  Lynn,  Massachusetts  in  1647  and  died  in  Northampton  on  August 
3°,  1729. 

Mr.  Baker  lived  and  died  in  Northampton,  Massachusetts  where 
his  father  had  given  him  land.  He  resided  on  Elm  Street  and  planted 
elm  saplings  —  now  magnificent  old  trees,  the  largest  standing  at  the 
junction  of  Prospect  Street,  and  is  pointed  out  as  the  “Baker  Elm,” 
a  monument  to  his  memory  more  enduring  than  stone,  and  has  out- 
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lived  all  other  material  traces  of  him.  He  was  a  leading  character 
in  the  town  and  church,  often  selectman  and  on  Town  Committees, 
as  well  as  active  in  Church  affairs.  He  was  dignified  by  the  title  of 
“Mr.”  from  the  first.  He  later  became  “Ensign”  and  then  “Lieuten¬ 
ant”  due  to  his  work  with  the  Train  Band.  He  was  made  a  “Free¬ 
man”  in  1676. 

Mr.  Baker  was  married  twice.  His  first  wife,  whom  he  married 
on  January  16,  1672,  w'as  Grace  Marsh,  daughter  of  John  Marsh 
and  granddaughter  of  Governor  John  Webster  of  Connecticut.  She 
died  May  31,  1676.  He  married  second,  in  1679,  Sarah  (Hollister) 
Atherton  who  died  December  8,  1691.  (Hollister  II.)  Both  Mr. 
Baker  and  his  second  wife  were  probably  buried  in  the  Old  Bury¬ 
ing  Ground  in  the  vicinity  of  “Shop  Row”  in  Northampton.  The 
administration  of  the  estate  of  Timothy  Baker  of  Northampton, 
“Gent.”,  was  allowed  to  John  Baker  on  December  9,  1729.

John  Baker,  son  of  Timothy  and  Sarah  (Hollister)  Baker,  was 
born  in  Northhampton,  Massachusetts  on  February  3,  1680  and  died 
there  on  January  9,  1762. 

Mr.  Baker  became  very  influential  in  the  town  of  Northampton. 
He  had  an  active,  vigorous  and  very  religious  cast  of  mind.  It  is 
said  that  the  Bakers  and  the  Clarks,  whose  families  were  connected, 
together  maintained  a  regular  prayer-meeting  for  a  great  many 
years.  He  was  universally  known  as  “Captain.”  The  Rev.  Solomon 
Clark,  the  author  of  the  “Catalogue  of  Northampton  First  Church” 
mentions  the  six  sons  of  John  Baker  as  very  tall  and  of  unusual 
longevity,  averaging  82  years  each. 

On  June  1,  1709,  in  Northampton,  Mr.  Baker  married  Rebecca, 
daughter  of  Deacon  John  and  Mary  (Strong)  Clark.  (Clark  III.) 
She  wras  born  November  22,  1687  and  died  June  9,  1774.  The  Will 
of  “Captain”  John  Baker  of  Northampton,  dated  August  6,  1755, 
bequeaths  to  his  wife  Rebekah,  one-third  of  his  real  estate  during 
her  life  with  the  homestead,  goods,  two  cows,  etc.;  to  his  son  John, 
the  houselot  where  he  lives  with  the  dwelling,  etc.,  and  other  land 
which  was  Lieut.  Clark’s  and  mentions  also,  land  purchased  from 
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Samuel  and  Daniel  Baker;  also  land  of  brother  Edward  Baker.  He 
bequeaths  to  his  sons  Elijah,  Stephen  and  Noah.  To  his  son,  Aaron, 
the  lot  where  he  now  lives  with  the  house,  etc.,  and  land  purchased 
of  Benjamin  Root  and  Jonathan  Sheldon.  To  his  son,  Elisha,  twenty 
pounds  over  and  above  his  education  at  college;  to  his  daughters 
Sarah  and  Mary,  household  furniture,  etc.  The  executors  named 
were  his  wife  and  sons  John,  Aaron,  Elijah  and  Stephen.  The  Will 
was  presented  and  approved  April  13,  1762.

Aaron  Baker,  fourth  son  of  John  and  Rebecca  (Clark)  Baker, 
was  bom  in  Northampton,  Massachusetts  in  1722.  He  died  April  22, 
1802  aged  80  years,  in  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts. 

The  County  records  at  Springfield  show  that  Mr.  Baker  sold  the 
land  he  received  from  his  father  and  moved  to  Pittsfield,  Massachu¬ 
setts  in  1763.  He  was  one  of  the  eight  persons  who  organized  the 
First  Church  in  Pittsfield,  the  records  of  which  are  not  very  com¬ 
plete.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  First  Church  in  Northampton 
during  his  residence  in  that  place.  The  births  of  his  seven  oldest 
children  are  recorded  in  Northampton.  Pittsfield  Registry  of  Deeds 
shows  that  he  deeded  land  to  his  sons  Timothy,  Aaron  and  Apollos, 
but  he  was  apparently  much  involved  in  his  real  estate  and  had 
mortgaged  his  property.  In  1767  he  had  built  a  fulling  mill  in  a 
section  of  Pittsfield  (now  Barkersville),  really  in  the  south  west 
part  of  the  town,  which  was  later  purchased  by  Valentine  Rathbun 
in  1770.  Mr.  Baker’s  name  appears  on  various  tax  lists  of  1786, 
1792,  1795  and  1798,  also  on  the  Massachusetts  Census  of  1790 
showing  a  continual  residence  in  Pittsfield. 

The  following  Revolutionary  War  service  of  Aaron  Baker  is 
found  on  page  476,  Volume  I  of  “Massachusetts  Soldiers  and  Sailors 
of  the  Revolution.” 

“Baker,  Aaron,  Pittsfield,  Capt.  William  Francis’s  Co.;  list  of  men  who  went 
to  Stillwater  September  30,  1777  and  were  dismissed  October  10,  1777; 
service,  1  week,  4  days.” 
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In  1747,  while  still  a  resident  of  Northampton,  he  was  married 
to  Jemima,  daughter  of  Increase  and  Mary  (Sheldon)  Clark  of 
Northampton.  (('lark  IV.)  She  was  born  in  1728  and  died  in  Pitts¬ 
field  November  24,  1815,  aged  87  years.

Timothy  Baker,  oldest  son  of  Aaron  and  Jemima  (Clark)  Baker, 
was  born  in  Northampton,  Alassachusetts  on  October  28,  1749.  He 
died  May  10,  1816,  aged  66  years,  according  to  his  tombstone  in¬ 
scription  in  Cornwall,  Vermont. 

When  he  was  between  13  and  14  years  of  age,  Mr.  Baker  went 
to  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts  with  his  father.  His  name  does  not  appear 
on  the  church  records  there,  but  when  he  was  23  years  old,  he  had 
a  deed  of  land  from  his  father,  which  deed  bears  the  date  of 
February  23,  1773. 

Mr.  Baker  gave  service  from  both  Massachusetts  and  Vermont  in 
the  Revolutionary  War.  His  Massachusetts  service  is  given  in  Mass. 
Soldiers  &  Sailors  of  the  Revolution,  Vol.  I,  page  505,  as  follows: 

Baker,  Timothy:  Capt.  James  Noble’s  Co.,  Col.  Easton’s  Regt.;  list  of  men 
who  enlisted  May  10,  1775;  marched  to  Canada  and  served  until  Dec.  30, 
177 5»  33  weeks,  4  days;  enlisted  for  town  of  Pittsfield;  also,  Private,  Capt. 
Noble’s  Co.,  Col.  Benedict  Arnold’s  Regt.;  service  from  May  10  to  June 
24,  1775,  6  weeks,  3  days. 

In  the  Vermont  Revolutionary  Rolls,  we  find  the  following: 

Pay  Roll  of  Capt.  Asaph  Cook’s  Co.  of  Militia  in  Col.  Gideon  Warren’s 
Regt.  for  service  done  in  the  defense  of  the  Northern  Frontiers  of  this 
State  in  Oct.  1781.  In  the  list  of  names  of  this  company  are  Solomon 
Baker,  Ensign  and  Timothy  Baker,  Private;  entered  Oct.  20,  1781,  14 
days.  Pay  Table  Office,  Bennington,  Vt. 

It  was  probably  during  his  Vermont  service  that  he  decided  to 
take  up  residence  in  that  state.  He  was  listed  in  a  Census  of  Pitts¬ 
field,  Massachusetts  in  1786,  but  that  same  year  a  deed  was  made 
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to  him  of  Pittsfield  land  while  he  was  described  as  of  Sunderland, 
Bennington  County,  Vermont.  He  was  of  Pittsford,  Rutland  County, 
Vermont  in  January  of  1789  but  in  October  of  the  same  year  he 
was  of  Cornwall,  Addison  County,  Vermont.  In  the  1790  Census  of 
Vermont,  he  was  of  Cornwall,  and  his  family  consisted  of  himself, 
his  wife,  one  son  and  four  daughters.  Other  deeds  of  Cornwall 
land  show  a  continual  residence  there  until  his  death. 

His  wife  was  Prudence,  surname  unknown,  who,  as  Prudence 
Baker  of  Cornwall,  Addison  County,  Vermont,  widow  of  Timothy 
Baker  late  of  Cornwall,  deceased,  conveys  for  $100  “  .  .  .  .  all  the 
right  &  title  which  I  may  have  in  any  part  of  the  real  estate  lying 
&  being  in  Cornwall,  Feb.  11,  1817.  —  Recorded  June  18,  1817.” 

The  date  and  place  of  marriage  of  Timothy  Baker  and  Prudence 
has  not  as  yet  been  ascertained,  but  according  to  the  aforementioned 
Census  of  1790,  it  probably  took  place  about  1779  or  1780.

The  following  is  an  ab¬ 
stract  of  this  Will:  To  daughter  Alis,  20  marks  when  married;  to 
daughter  Agnes,  12  pounds  when  19;  to  daughters  Cicely  and  Letise, 
each  10  pounds  when  19;  to  son  John,  farm  at  Dungrove,  in  the 
Parish  of  Chesham,  when  23,  but  if  he  die  before  that,  to  son  Henry; 
to  son  Richard,  my  tenements  in  Cholesbury,  and  the  lands  belong¬ 
ing  thereto,  when  23;  to  wife  Ellen  and  son  Henry,  the  rents  of  his 
said  houses  and  lands  towards  bringing  up  his  children;  to  Hugh 
Baldwin,  his  brother’s  son,  6  pounds,  1 3  shillings,  4  pence.  He  gave 
some  bequests  to  his  godchildren,  tenents  and  servants,  to  his  son 
Henry,  ten  silver  spoons  and  a  maser  (a  bowl  or  goblet  of  wood); 
the  rest  of  his  personal  estate  to  his  wife  Ellen  and  son  Henry 
equally,  who  are  his  executors.  The  Will  was  proved  in  the  court 
of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Bucks  County,  21st  of  February,  1552/3, 
by  the  executors  named.  The  Will  of  his  widow,  Ellen,  was  made 
in  the  8th  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1565/6.

Sylvester  Baldwin,  Jr.,  son  of  Sylvester  and  Jane  (Wells) 
Baldwin,  was  the  emigrant  to  New  England  who  died  on  board  the 
ship  “Martin”  during  June  or  July  1638.  He  is  first  mentioned  in  the 
Will  of  his  uncle,  Richard  Baldwin,  in  1632/3  as  executor  and  resi¬ 
duary  legatee  —  a  high  compliment  to  his  nephew  from  a  man  of  the 
property  and  apparent  sense  of  Richard,  especially  as  the  next  heir 
of  Richard  was  a  prosperous  lawyer.  The  estate  involved  a  cottage 
and  close  in  the  Parish  of  Aston  Clinton,  and  was  given,  by  the 
widow  of  Sylvester  Baldwin  who  had  married  a  second  time  and 
was  again  a  widow,  to  Edward  Baldwin  on  October  1,  1666,  calling 
him  “kinsman.” 

“On  the  main  ocean,  bound  for  New  England,”  the  nuncupative 
Will  of  Sylvester  Baldwin  was  made  June  21,  1638  and  was  probated 
July  13th  of  that  year  before  Deputy  Governor  Thomas  Dudley 
by  oaths  of  Chad  Brown,  Francis  Bolt,  James  Weedon  and  John 
Baldwin.  The  estate  was  good  and  the  provision  liberal  for  the 
six  children  as  well  as  the  widow  to  whom,  with  the  son  Richard, 
the  General  Court,  on  September  4th  following,  committed  the 
administration. 

Sylvester  Baldwin  married  Sarah  Bryant  in  England  and  their 
children  were  baptized  in  Aston  Clinton,  Bucks  County,  England. 
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After  living  some  time  at  New  Haven  and  Milford,  Connecticut, 
Sarah  Baldwin  married,  in  1640,  Capt.  John  Astwood  of  Milford, 
at  which  time  her  property  was  valued*  at  eight  hundred  pounds, 
besides  several  parcels  of  land.  Her  Will  was  dated  November  9, 
1669  and  proved  the  20th  of  the  same  month.

The  Family  in  America

James  Bate,  son  of  the  above  James  Bate  of  Lydd,  was  born  in 
Lydd  in  1582  and  died  in  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  in  1665.  The 
History  of  Hingham,  Massachusetts,  states  that  James  Bate  of  Lydd, 
who  died  in  1614,  was  the  father  of  Clement  of  Hingham,  of  Edward 
who  settled  at  Weymouth,  and  of  James  who  settled  in  Dorchester, 
all  in  Massachusetts. 

James  Bate,  Jr.,  was  originally  of  Hingham,  Massachusetts.  He 
came  in  the  “Elizabeth”  in  1635,  aged  53,  with  his  wife  Alice,  aged 
52,  and  children  Lydia,  aged  20,  Mary,  aged  17,  Margaret,  aged  12 
and  James,  aged  9.  He  was  made  a  freeman  on  December  7,  1636, 
selectman  in  1637  and  1638,  and  a  representative  to  the  General 
Court  in  1641.  He  joined  the  church  in  1636.  He  later  moved  to 
Dorchester  where  he  died. 

His  oldest  son,  Richard,  who  remained  in  England,  was  named 
a  kind  of  trustee  in  the  Will  of  James,  Jr.,  and  the  son,  James  III, 
born  in  1626,  settled  his  father’s  estate  here  to  account  to  his  brother 
Richard  in  England.  In  this  Will,  £  20  were  left  to  the  wife  of  Ga- 
brial  Mead  (whose  name  was  Joanna)  and  she  may  have  been 
another  daughter.  The  Will  further  states  that  he,  James,  was  prob¬ 
ably  a  brother  of  Clement  of  Hingham  and  of  Edward  of  Wey¬ 
mouth,  both  of  whom  came  over  in  the  same  ship.  It  also  gives  the 
names  and  marriages  of  his  children.  His  wife,  Alice,  died  on  August 
14,  1657.  She  was  born  in  England  in  1583.

BLOTT  FAMILY

Robert  Blott,  the  progenitor  of  this  family  in  America,  was 
born  in  England,  a  son  of  John  Blott.  He  sailed  for  New  England 
with  Edward  Winslow,  embarking  in  the  “William  and  Francis”  on 
May  7th  and  arriving  on  June  5,  1632.  He  probably  settled  first  at 
Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  and  was  of  Charlestown  and  Boston  in 
1634.  He  was  made  a  freeman  in  Charlestown  on  March  4th  of  that 
year. 

His  Will,  dated  May  27,  1662,  has  a  codicil  dated  March  27,  1663. 
The  inventory  of  his  estate  was  dated  August  22  nd  following  and 
the  Will  was  probated  on  February  2,  1664.  His  wife,  Susannah, 
died  January  20,  1660.  She  and  their  oldest  daughter  came  from 
England  with  him.

The  Bruces  of  Marlborough,  Massachusetts,  probably  had  differ¬ 
ent  ancestors.  Some  of  the  families  of  that  name  appear  to  have  been 
lather  migratory,  being  at  one  time  in  and  another  time  out  of  the 
town;  so  as  to  perplex  and  confuse  the  records. 

Roger  Bruce  was  early  in  Marlborough,  then  removed  to  Fram- 
ingham  for  a  time,  but  evidently  returned  to  Marlborough  because 
on  April  30,  1706,  Thomas  Bruce  conveyed  land  to  his  son,  Roger 
Bruce,  both  of  Marlborough.  Magdalena  Bruce,  wife  of  Thomas, 
signs.  Roger  Bruce  was  a  miller  and  attended  Peter  Bent’s  mill.  He 
married  Elizabeth  and  they  resided  near  Stony  Brook.  Consequently 
they  were  included  in  Southboro  when  it  was  set  off  from  Marl¬ 
borough.  He  died  in  Southboro  on  September  16,  1733.  His  first 
two  children  were  born  at  Adarlborough,  the  others  at  Framingham.

The  Vital  Records  of  Westboro 
give  his  name  as  Asa,  but  the  Probate  Records  of  Worcester  County 
list  the  appointment  of  three  people  as  guardians  for  three  sons  of 
“Charles  Bruce  late  of  Grafton,”  and  one  of  these  appointments  was 
that  of  Abijah  Bruce  of  Grafton  who  was  appointed  guardian  to 
Abner  Bruce,  about  14  years  of  age,  son  of  Charles  Bruce,  on  De¬ 
cember  5,  1768.  The  widow  of  Charles  Bruce  was  appointed  ad¬ 
ministratrix  of  his  estate  on  November  24,  1758.  He  married,  on 
January  21,  1742/3,  Martha,  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Elizabeth 
(French)  Coburn.  (Coburn  IV.)  She  was  born  at  Concord,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  on  December  21,  1717.

CLAPP  FAMILY 


This  name  is  of  Danish  origin,  said  to  have  been  derived  from 
Clapa,  a  nobleman  at  the  court  of  King  Canute,  Danish  ruler  of 
England  (io  17-1035).  The  Clapp  family  was  established  in  Devon¬ 
shire,  England,  for  many  years. 

It  was  there  they  owned  the  estate  of  Salcombe.  Most  of  the 
name  in  America  today  descend  from  one  of  the  six  founders  of 
the  family  who  came  to  America  early  in  the  17th  century.  Five 
settled  in  New  England;  the  sixth  settled  in  Pennsylvania  or  Vir¬ 
ginia  where  many  descendants  are  now  living. 

I 

Of  the  New  England  settlers,  the  only  ones  whose  English  an¬ 
cestry  has  been  traced  are  Captain  Roger  and  his  brother,  Edward, 
born  in  Salcombe,  Devonshire,  sons  of  William;  and  Nicholas  and 
Ambrose,  brothers,  sons  of  Richard  of  Dorchester,  England. 

Of  Richard  Clapp  and  his  brother,  William,  the  parents  of  the 
five  emigrants  of  that  name  to  New  England,  nothing  definite  is 
known  beyond  the  facts  of  their  place  of  residence  and  station  in 
life.  Of  the  parentage  of  those  who  settled  in  Dorchester,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  all  that  is  known  is  centered  in  two  individuals:  Richard,  of 
Dorchester,  England,  and  his  brother  who  lived  in  Salcombe,  a  small 
town  situated  near  the  western  coast  of  England,  twelves  miles  from 
Exeter. 

The  brother  of  Richard  Clapp  of  Dorchester,  England,  was 
William  Clapp  of  Salcombe.  Following  is  a  list  of  William’s  chil¬ 
dren,  all  that  is  known  of  him. 

Edward,  bom  in  England;  married  (1)  Prudence,  daughter  of  his  uncle, 
Richard  Clapp;  married  (2)  Susanna  Cockerell.  He  died  in  Dorchester, 
New  England  in  1664. 

A  son,  name  unknown,  of  whom  further. 

Sarah,  bom  in  England;  married  Nicholas,  a  son  of  her  uncle,  Richard 
Clapp.  She  died  about  1650.

In  their  marriage 
contract  she  bound  him  to  pay  portions  to  the  children  of  her  first 
marriage.  She  died  in  1654.

CLARK  FAMILY 


The  name  of  Clark,  in  its  various  forms  of  Clark,  Clarke,  Clerk, 
Clerke,  etc.,  is  one  of  great  antiquity,  having  probably  been  in  use  in 
Great  Britain  as  early  as  the  1 1  th  century. 

Of  the  families  of  New  England,  the  most  numerous  is  that  which 
settled  in  the  valley  of  the  Connecticut  River,  from  Bellows  Falls 
to  Hartford,  especially  in  Northampton  and  vicinity.  Branches  of 
this  family  are  also  found  in  Berkshire  County  and  in  the  State  of 
New  York. 


I 

Our  ancestor  in  this  country  was  Lieutenant  William  Clark  who 
was  born  in  1609  in  Dorsetshire,  England  and  died  July  19,  1690, 
aged  81  years,  in  Northampton,  Massachusetts. 

He  sailed  from  Plymouth,  England,  to  this  country  in  the  ship 
“Mary  and  John”,  leaving  March  30,  1630.  The  ship  arrived  at 
Nantucket  (now  Hull)  on  May  30th.  Three  other  members  of  the 
Clark  family  were  in  the  company  —  Bray,  Thomas  and  Joseph, 
who,  with  William,  were  among  the  first  settlers  of  Dorchester, 
Massachusetts.  Their  memory  is  preserved  by  the  following  lines 
on  their  tombstone:  “Here  lie  three  clerks.  Their  accounts  are  even, 
entered  on  earth,  carried  to  heaven.” 

William  Clark  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Dorchester,  but  in  1659 
he  removed  his  family  on  horseback  to  Northampton  through  the 
forests.  The  wife  with  three  children  rode  in  two  panniers,  and  the 
husband,  then  fifty  years  of  age,  preceded  her  on  foot.  The  story 
of  his  settlement  on  Elm  Street,  together  with  many  interesting  in¬ 
cidents  in  his  life  at  Northampton,  may  be  found  in  Sylvester  Judd’s 
writings  and  in  J.  E.  Trumbull’s  “History  of  Northampton.”  He  was 
elected  as  “Townsman”  for  over  twenty  years,  and  for  ten  years 
was  chosen  one  of  the  commissioners  to  end  small  causes.  He  was 
the  first  deputy  to  the  General  Court,  and  from  1663  to  1682  he  was 
fourteen  times  elected  to  that  office.  He  supplied  the  commissary 
department  to  some  extent  during  King  Philip’s  Indian  War.  His  lot 
covered  nearly  all  the  north  half  of  the  Smith  College  property.  He 
was  chosen  Lieutenant  of  the  first  military  company  and  was  in 
active  service  during  King  Philip’s  War.  He  had  large  grants  of  land 
and  purchased  many  more  acres;  altogether,  he  had  about  two  hun¬ 
dred  acres  which,  with  the  exception  of  seven  and  three-quarters 
acres,  he  disposed  of  before  his  death  to  his  sons,  reserving  to  him¬ 
self  an  annuity  of  twenty-four  pounds.  His  personal  property  was 
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inventoried  at  one  hundred  thirty-one  pounds,  and  his  Will  con¬ 
firmed  the  division  previously  made  of  his  estate.  He  left  small  sums 
of  money  to  his  children  and  five  pounds  to  the  school.  He  men¬ 
tioned  his  sons  John,  Samuel  and  William,  daughters  Rebekah  and 
Sarah,  and  two  grandchildren,  Mary  and  Sarah,  daughters  of  his  son, 
Nathaniel,  deceased. 

William  Clark  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Sarah,  sur¬ 
name  unknown,  who  died  September  6,  1675.  He  married,  second, 
November  15,  1676,  Mrs.  Sarah  Cooper,  widow  of  Lieutenant 
Thomas  Cooper  who  had  been  killed  at  Springfield  by  an  Indian. 
She  died  at  Northampton  on  May  8,  1688.  His  first  wife  was  the 
mother  of  his  children.

Deacon  John  Clark,  son  of  William  and  Sarah  Clark,  was  bom 
in  Dorchester,  Massachusetts  in  1651  and  died  in  Northampton, 
Massachusetts  on  September  3,  1704. 

He  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Northampton,  serving  on  various 
committees,  as  one  of  the  selectmen,  a  representative  for  four  years, 
and  Deacon  of  the  First  Church,  being  styled  First  Deacon.  He  built 
on  South  Street  in  1704  where  the  Art  Gallery  now  stands.  The 
administration  of  his  estate  was  granted  to  his  widow,  Mary,  and  to 
John  and  Nathaniel,  sons  of  the  deceased,  October  12,  1704.  The 
inventory  of  his  estate  amounted  to  six  hundred  forty-nine  pounds, 
nineteen  shillings  and  eleven  pence. 

His  first  wife,  whom  he  married  July  12,  1677,  was  Rebecca, 
daughter  of  Lieutenant  Thomas  and  Sarah  Cooper  of  Springfield.  As 
the  Widow  Cooper,  Sarah  had  married  John  Clark’s  father  the 
year  before,  so  she  became  his  step-mother  as  well  as  his  mother-in- 
law.  Rebecca  (Cooper)  Clark  died  May  8,  1678,  and  for  his  second 
wife,  Mr.  Clark  married,  on  March  16,  1679,  Mary,  daughter  of 
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Elder  John  and  Abigail  (Ford)  Strong.  (Strong  III.)  She  was  born 
October  25,  1654  and  died  December  8,  1738.

In  a  poll  list  of  Northampton,  taken  in  1749,  Mr.  Clark’s  estate 
was  numbered  146,  and  his  address  was  given  as  Elm  Street; 

On  February  2,  1710,  he  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Isaac  and 
Sarah  (Warner)  Sheldon.  (Sheldon  III.)  She  was  born  September 
18,  1690  and  died  August  6,  1767.  Her  sister,  Thankful,  married  her 
brother-in-law,  Joseph  Clark.

He  was  born  in  1722  at  North¬ 
ampton,  and  died  in  Pittsfield  on  April  22,  1802,  in  his  80th  year.

i 

Edward  Coburn  was  the  progenitor  of  the  Colburn  and  Coburn 
families  who,  two  centuries  ago,  lived  in  eastern  Massachusetts,  but 
at  the  present  time  may  be  found  in  nearly  every  state  in  the  Union 
and  which  have  representatives  in  Canada,  Europe  and  Australia. 

On  his  birthplace  and  early  years  we  are  ignorant;  but  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  his  early  home  was  in  England,  as  we  find  in 
the  list  of  emigrants  sailing  from  London,  the  name  of  Edward  Col¬ 
burn.  The  records  kept  by  the  companies  who  furnished  transporta¬ 
tion  show  that  early  in  the  month  of  September,  1635,  the  ship 
“Defence,”  Capt.  Bostock,  arrived  at  Boston  on  October  30th,  after 
a  voyage  lasting  54  days,  having  amongst  the  passengers,  Edward 
Colbourne,  whose  age  is  given  as  17  years. 

Arriving  at  Boston  he  journeyed  to  Ipswich,  where  he  remained 
until  his  removal  with  his  family  to  Dracut.  He  was  at  first  called, 
in  legal  papers,  superintendent,  manager  and  farmer  for  Nathaniel 
Saltonstall.  The  records  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich  were  destroyed  by 
fire  about  the  year  1831,  thus  depriving  us  of  the  exact  dates  of  the 
births  of  his  children. 

He  was  a  corporal  in  the  local  military  Company  during  King 
Philip’s  War,  1675-/7,  and  was  in  command  of  Colburn’s  Garrison 
on  the  east  side  of  the  Merrimac  as  strengthened  after  the  attack 
upon  Chelmsford  by  the  Indians  February  25,  1676,  and  continued 
in  charge  and  pay  until  November  17,  1692. 

Corporal  Edward  Colburn  was  guarding  a  ferry  March  18,  1675 
when  the  Wameset  Indians  killed  two  sons  of  Samuel  Varnum,  and 
be  was  in  command  of  the  local  garrison  on  July  23,  1689  during 
the  first  French  and  Indian,  or  King  William’s  War.  He  was  the  first 
settler  on  the  north  side  of  the  Merrimac  and  it  was  necessary  to 
provide  against  the  assaults  of  the  Indians.  So  he  erected  a  Garrison 
House,  and  with  his  seven  stalwart  sons  and  his  sons-in-law,  he  was 
able  to  protect  himself  from  the  thieving  bands  of  Indians  while  aid 
could  be  summoned  in  time  of  danger  when  larger  bands  would  be 
on  the  warpath.  The  earlier  settlers  had  no  motive  for  calling  it  the 
Garrison  House  unless  it  was  one,  and  the  later  generations  would 
not  have  originated  the  name,  all  of  which  proves  it  to  be  Edward 
Coburn’s  Garrison  House. 

The  name  Coburn  is  found  early  in  England  and  Ireland,  and  it  is 
thought  that  the  family  was  of  Danish  extraction.  Edward  Coburn 
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was  born  in  1 6 1 8  and  died  in  Dracut,  Massachusetts  in  1712.  His 
wife  was  Hannah.

Robert  Coburn,  son  of  Edward  and  Hannah  Coburn,  was  born 
in  Ipswich,  Massachusetts  about  1647  and  died  at  Concord,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  on  Jane  17,  1701. 

In  1678  Edward  Coburn  conveyed  to  his  son,  Robert,  one-eighth 
of  the  Webb  purchase,  viz  eleven  acres,  sixty  poles,  bounded  by  his 
brother  John’s  land  on  the  wcct  and  his  brother  Edward’s  on  the 
east  and  lying  on  the  river.  Terms  of  the  sale  were  five  pounds 
yearly  for  eleven  years.  Robert  and  John  did  not  share  with  the 
others  in  the  Satchell  land  although  each  had  his  share  in  the  Webb 
purchase.  On  May  27,  1700,  the  year  before  his  death,  he  sold  his 
real  estate  in  Dracut  to  his  brother,  Daniel,  and  is  called  a  “Resident 
of  Dracut.” 

His  wife,  whom  he  married  on  March  16,  1669,  was  Mary  Bishop 
of  Chelmsford,  Massachusetts.

COLBURN  FAMILY 


i 

Nathaniel  Colburn  was  born  in  England  and  came  to  New  Eng¬ 
land  in  1630  with  Governor  Winthrop’s  expedition,  going  first  to 

Boston,  then  to  Watertown,  then  to  Dedham,  where  he  died  May 

1 4,  1 69 1 . 

He  was  early  in  Dedham,  where  he  was  one  of  the  original  pro- 
pi  letors.  He  served  his  fellow  townsmen  long  and  well,  acting  as 
“woodreeve”  for  five  years  after  his  appointment  in  1642,  as  fence 
viewer  for  five  years  and  a  surveyor  for  fifteen  years,  between  1647 
and  1661.  He  was  elected  a  selectman  in  1651,  serving  for  five  years, 
and  in  1659  was  on  a  committee  “to  set  a  Sawe  mille,”  and  “ap¬ 
pointed^  to  run  the  lyne  between  Dedham  and  Medfield.”  In  1660 
he  was  “clerke  of  the  market  respecting  weights  and  mesures.”  He 
was  deputed  a  great  many  times  to  settle  land  disputes,  or  to  lay  out 
ways  and  land  lots.  “After  long  and  much  inquisition  into  his  case” 
he  joined  the  First  Church  of  Dedham  in  1641.  He  acquired  much 
property  and  in  his  Will  he  bequeathed  a  house  in  Dedham  village, 
two  houses  at  Roxbury  Plain,  a  farm  at  Medfield  and  a  farm  in  West 
Dedham.

John  Cutler  of  Hingham,  Massachusetts,  embarked,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved,  in  the  “Rose  of  Yarmouth,”  William  Andrews,  Jr.,  master, 
which  sailed  on  or  about  April  18,  1637,  year  which  D-  Cush¬ 
ing,  Esquire,  the  town  clerk  of  Hingham,  certifies  that  he  arrived. 
John  Cutler  was  at  Hingham  by  June  10th  when  land  was  assigned 
to  him.  He  came  with  his  wife,  seven  children  and  one  servant  and 
settled  at  Hingham  with  his  beloved  and  independent  minister  and 
brethren.  He  died  there  on  February  16,  1638,  ere  time  was  al¬ 
lowed  him  to  make  any  further  mark.  In  1637  the  proprietors  of 
Hingham  assigned  him  a  home  lot  of  five  acres  on  the  south  side  of  the 
town  street,  two  planting  lots  of  six  and  seven  acres  bounded  on  one 
side  by  the  “World’s  End,”  and  twenty  acres  on  the  plain  for  a  great 
lot.  On  June  10,  1637,  they  gave  him  one  and  a  half  acres  of  salt 
marsh  in  Weymouth  Meadow  and  two  lots  of  one  and  two  acres  of 
fresh  meadow,  a  total  of  forty-two  and  a  half  acres  (a  common 
amount)  to  commence  upon.  No  more  land  in  Hingham  was  as¬ 
signed  to  him  or  his  heirs.  His  early  death  must  have  arrested  any 
improvements  and  subjected  his  widow  with  seven  children  (the 
youngest  but  two  years  old)  to  great  privations  and  hardships.  The 
sons  are  presumed,  from  circumstances,  to  have  been  taken  under 
the  care  of  Deacon  Robert  Cutler  of  Charlestown. 

The  wife  of  John  Cutler  was  Mary,  surname  unknown.  After  a 
widowhood  of  about  twelve  years,  she  married,  in  1649/50,  as  her 
second  husband,  Thomas  Hewitt  of  Hingham  who  died  May  24, 
1670.  In  1671  she,  with  her  sons  Nathaniel  Cutler  of  Reading,  Sam¬ 
uel  Cutler  of  Topsfield  and  Thomas  Cutler  of  Charlestown,  sold 
the  Cutler  estate  in  Hingham.  She  died  in  Reading,  Masachusetts,  in 
1681.

He  was  at  Reading  as  early  as  1652,  for  “the  twelfth  of  the  elev¬ 
enth,  1653”  (November  12,  1653)  he  had  been  received  as  an  inhabi¬ 
tant  and  then  had  a  home  lot  of  eleven  acres  and  two  lots  of  meadow 
assigned  to  him.  Subsequently  forty-six  other  lots  were  assigned  to 
him,  all  of  which  were  located  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town. 

The  first  wife  of  Nathaniel  Cutler  was  Mary,  whom  he  married 
on  September  29,  1655.  She  died  February  4,  1708.  His  second  wife 
was  Elizabeth  Haines  who  died  March  4,  1714.  There  were  no  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  second  marriage.

Jonathan  Fairbanks,  of  Dedham,  Massachusetts,  was  born  in 
England  in  1595,  and  died  in  Dedham  on  December  5,  1668. 

He  came  from  Sowerby  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  Eng¬ 
land,  to  Boston  in  1633  with  his  family,  and  remained  there  about 
three  years.  He  settled  in  Dedham  in  1636,  being  one  of  the  early 
pioneers.  He,  with  others,  signed  the  covenant  when  the  town  was 
established  and  named  in  1636,  and  received  a  grant  of  land  in 
1637/8.  Here  he  built  the  noted  “Old  Fairbanks  House”  which  is 
still  standing  (1897)  as  an  ancient  landmark,  the  oldest  dwelling 
house  in  New  England  that,  for  the  same  period  of  time,  has  been 
continuously  owned  and  occupied  by  the  builder  and  his  lineal  de¬ 
scendants.  It  is,  moreover,  a  remarkable  fact,  perhaps  unparalleled  in 
this  country,  that  during  all  this  time,  two  and  a  half  centuries,  the 
estate  has  never  had  a  mortgage  encumbrance  upon  it. 

The  wife  of  Jonathan  Fairbanks  was  Grace  Smith,  whom  he  mar¬ 
ried  in  England  about  1615,  and  came  to  New  England  with  him 
and  their  six  children.  She  died  in  Dedham  on  October  28,  1673. 
Their  children  were  all  born  in  England.

Thomas  Ford  of  Dorchester  and  Northampton,  Massachusetts 
and  Windsor,  Connecticut,  was  one  of  the  original  company  of  the 
ship  “Mary  and  John”  which  landed  at  Hull,  Massachusetts  on  May 
30,  1630.  With  others  of  the  passengers  he  settled  at  Dorchester  and 
was  a  member  of  the  church  there.  He  was  made  a  freeman  in  1631. 
He  removed  to  Windsor,  Connecticut  where  his  wife  was  admitted 
to  the  church.  He  was  a  deputy  to  the  General  Court  of  Connecti¬ 
cut  from  1637  to  ^40.  About  1659  he  removed  to  Northampton, 
Massachusetts  with  Elder  John  Strong.  He  was  a  man  of  good  estate, 
and  was  a  devoted  friend  to  the  regicides  Goffe  and  Whalley.  He 
died  in  Northampton  on  November  28,  1676. 

His  first  wife,  name  unknown,  died  in  Windsor  on  April  18,  1643, 
and  he  married,  second,  Mrs.  Ann  Scott,  widow  of  Thomas  Scott. 
The  inventory  of  his  estate,  taken  in  January  of  1677,  amounted  to 
195  pounds,  i7S~9d.  The  estate  was  in  charge  of  Elder  John  Strong.

He  must  have  come  to 
the  New  Netherlands  in  1665  and  went  immediately  to  Kingston 
where  there  was  a  large  Huguenot  settlement,  removing  soon  to 
New  Paltz  where  he  died.  The  earliest  records  of  him  are  in  the 
New  Paltz  register.  On  January  22,  1663,  Mr.  Pierre  Daillie,  minis¬ 
ter,  arrived  at  New  Paltz.  He  preached  twice  on  the  Sunday  follow¬ 
ing,  at  which  time  Hugh  Freer  was  elected  deacon.  In  1690  the 
money  of  the  congregation  was  entrusted  to  him.

In  1735  he  was  in  Hopkinton,  Massachusetts,  where  on  May 
nth,  Joshua  Andrews  of  that  place,  conveyed  to  Jacob  Gibbs  of 
Hopkinton,  land  in  Sturbridge  township,  Worcester  County,  65 
acres.  In  May  of  1758,  Joseph  Wood  of  Hopkinton  conveyed  land 
in  Sutton  to  Jacob  Gibbs  of  Sutton,  for  186  pounds,  and  on  October 
14,  1765,  Nathaniel  Sibley  of  Sutton  conveyed  to  Jacob  Gibbs  of 
Sutton,  fifteen  acres  in  the  same  place.  This  transfer  was  not  re¬ 
corded  until  1769.  Witnesses  were  Moody  Morse  and  Willis  Hall, 
sons-in-law  of  Jacob  Gibbs. 

In  his  Will,  he  mentions  his  wife  Mary,  son  Joseph,  son  Jacob, 
heirs  of  his  son  Phineas,  deceased,  heirs  of  his  son  John,  deceased, 
heirs  of  daughter  Martha  Hall,  deceased,  daughter  Sarah  Bruce  and 
his  son  Nathaniel  who  was  to  have  the  homestead  with  all  lands, 
buildings  in  Sutton,  and  all  out  door  utensils,  cattle,  military  utensils, 
all  bonds,  notes  and  all  estate,  he  to  pay  all  debts,  legacies  and  grant 
his  mother  house  room  and  legacies.  His  books  were  given  to  his 
wife  and  children. 

His  first  wife  was  Martha,  who  died  at  Hopkinton  on  April  27, 
1747.  On  November  19,  1747,  he  married  again,  to  Mary,  widow  of 
Nathaniel  Goodwin  and  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Hannah  Lilley.

HINSDALE  FAMILY 


i 

Robert  Hinsdale  of  Dedham,  Massachusetts,  was  one  of  the 
original  eight  men  who  founded  the  church  there  in  1638  and  was 
also  one  of  the  founders  of  the  church  in  Medfield,  Massachusetts,  in 
1650.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Artillery  Company  and  was  of  Had¬ 
ley  in  1672.  It  was  there  he  was  released  from  military  duty  on  ac¬ 
count  of  age  and  a  sore  leg.  He  was  an  original  proprietor  in  the 
8000  acre  grant.  On  November  13,  1673,  he  and  four  sons  were  in¬ 
habitants  of  Pocumtuck  (Deerfield).  He  and  three  of  his  sons  were 
drivers  in  that  train  which  Capt.  Lothrop  attempted  to  convoy  to 
Hadley  on  September  18,  1675  but  which  he  allowed  to  fall  into 
fatal  ambush  at  Bloody  Brook  when  all  were  slain.  His  second  mar¬ 
riage  was  not  happy  and  they  separated. 

He  was  born  about  1617  and  died  in  September  1675.  His  first 
wife  was  Ann  Woodward,  probably  a  daughter  of  Peter  Woodward. 
She  died  in  1666  and  about  1668  he  married,  second,  Elizabeth, 
widow  of  John  Hawks.  She  had  moved  from  Windsor  to  Hadley 
after  the  death  of  her  first  husband.  There  were  no  children  of  the 
second  marriage.

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HOLLISTER  FAMILY 


i 

John  Hollister,  the  ancestor  of  the  American  family  of  that 
name,  is  said  to  have  been  born  in  England  in  1612,  and  to  have 
emigrated  to  America  about  1642.  It  is  supposed  he  sailed  from  Bris¬ 
tol,  England. 

That  he  was  of  a  good  family  and  educated  is  almost  certain  as 
he  immediately  became  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  influential 
men  of  Wethersfield  and  the  Connecticut  Colony.  His  name  first 
appears  in  the  annals  of  that  colony  as  a  juror  of  the  particular  court 
held  March  2,  1642.  He  was  admitted  freeman  in  1643;  was  a  deputy 
in  1644  and  in  April  of  1645,  and  represented  the  town  of  Wethers¬ 
field  many  times  thereafter  until  1656.  Mr.  Hollister  and  others  were 
appointed  by  the  General  Court  in  February  of  1656  to  give  “the 
best  and  safe  advice  to  the  Indians,  if  they  agreed  to  meet  and  should 
crave  their  advice.” 

His  name  first  appears  as  Lieutenant  Hollister  in  March  of  1658/9, 
when  he  appealed  to  the  General  Court  as  to  the  charges  of  the 
church  at  Wethersfield  against  him  for  which  he  had  been  excom¬ 
municated  by  the  minister,  Mr.  Russell,  in  1656.  The  quarrel  ended 
with  the  removal  of  Mr.  Russell  and  his  adherents  to  Hadley,  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Speaking  of  the  peaceful  relations  existing  between  the  early 
settlers  of  Wethersfield  and  the  Indians,  Chapin,  in  his  “Glastonbury 
For  Two  Hundred  Years,”  pages  12  and  13,  says: 

“The  nearest  approach  to  hostilities  that  has  come  to  our  knowledge 
is  furnished  by  the  following  tradition  in  regard  to  John  Hollister. 
While  Mr.  Hollister  resided  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  he  was  accus¬ 
tomed  to  come  over  and  cultivate  his  land  at  Nayaug,  unprotected  by 
company.  On  one  occasion,  a  huge,  stalwart  Indian,  claiming  to  be  the 
most  athletic  and  powerful  man  of  the  tribe,  appeared  before  him,  say¬ 
ing  that  he  had  been  told  that  Mr.  Hollister  was  the  stoutest  pale-face  in 
the  settlement,  and  proposing  a  trial  of  strength  in  a  fight.  Air.  Hollister 
assented,  and  at  it  they  went.  After  engaging  in  combat  until  both  were 
well  nigh  exhausted,  they  agreed  upon  a  truce,  and  sitting  down  on  a  log, 
rested  themselves.  Having  recovered  breath  and  strength,  they  fought 
again,  and  again  rested,  fighting  and  resting  until  sundown,  when  neither 
having  conquered,  they  exchanged  tokens  of  friendship,  and  ever  after 
lived  in  peace.” 

The  Will  of  John  Hollister  was  dated  April  3,  1665,  and  bequeaths 
to  his  wife,  Joanna,  to  son  John  when  22  years  of  age,  to  son  Thomas 
when  23  years  of  age,  to  Joseph  “my  3rd  son”  when  23  years  of  age, 
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to  daughter  Mary  four  score  pounds,  to  daughter  Sarah  three  score 
pounds,  to  three  granddaughters  five  pounds  each,  his  wife  to  be 
executrix.  The  Will  was  proven  June  i,  1665.  The  inventory  of  his 
estate,  taken  April  20,  1665,  by  Richard  Treat,  Samuel  Welles  and 
others,  amounted  to  £  1642:02:06. 

The  wife  of  John  Hollister  was  Joanna,  daughter  of  Hon.  Rich¬ 
ard  and  Alice  (Gaylord)  Treat.  (Treat  II.)  She  died  in  October 
1694  and  on  November  2,  1694,  the  Court  appointed  Lt.  Stephen 
Hollister  as  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Joanna  Hollister,  there  be¬ 
ing  no  inventory  taken  of  the  same.

She  died  on  December  8,  1681, 
at  Northampton.  Timothy  Baker  was  born  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts, 
in  1647  and  died  in  Northampton  on  August  30,  1729.

James  Hosmer  went  first  to  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  where  his 
oldest  brother,  Thomas,  preceded  him.  Here  he  was  granted  two 
acres  of  land  (said  to  be  near  the  site  of  Harvard  College)  “pro¬ 
vided  that  he  buy  a  house  in  the  town  or  else  return  again  to  the 
town.”  From  the  wording  of  this  town  record  it  is  apparent  that 
from  the  very  first  he  was  considering  the  question  of  going  to  Con¬ 
cord,  Massachusetts,  as  he  seems  not  to  have  settled  in  Cambridge 
for  any  length  of  time. 

He  soon  disposed  of  his  land  in  Cambridge  and  joined  the  com¬ 
pany  that  journeyed  under  the  leadership  of  Simon  Willard  and 
Peter  Buckley  fifteen  miles  through  the  woods  to  the  meadows  of 
the  Concord  River.  It  was  a  long,  hard  journey  in  those  days.  Here 
on  the  site  of  the  old  Indian  town  of  Musketaquid  was  established 
the  new  town  of  Concord,  the  first  settlement  above  the  tidewaters. 
The  Charter  was  granted  by  the  General  Court  on  September  2, 
1635.  Mr.  Hosmer  was  among  the  sixty-three  settlers  who  were 
granted  land  in  the  new  settlement.  He  received  four  lots  containing 
one  hundred  sixty-four  acres  in  the  “South  Quarter”  of  the  town. 
In  1666  his  tax  is  given  as  one  pound,  eight  shillings  and  seven  pence. 

Ann  Hosmer,  his  first  wife,  and  her  two  daughters  who  emigrated 
with  their  parents,  probably  died  during  their  first  winter.  His  sec¬ 
ond  wife,  Mary,  was  buried  on  January  3,  1641,  and  his  third  wife, 
Alice,  died  Adarch  3,  1664/5.

HOYT  FAMILY

Simon  Hoyt,  the  progenitor  of  the  name  in  this  country,  was 
born  in  1595,  probably  at  Curry  Rivel,  Somersetshire,  England.  He 
died  in  Stamford,  Connecticut,  on  September  1,  1657. 

He  came  to  New  England  with  Governor  John  Endicott  in  the 
“Abigail,”  arriving  at  Salem,  Massachusetts,  on  September  6,  1628. 
He  was,  for  a  short  time,  at  Charlestown,  but  went  to  Dorchester 
in  1630.  He  was  made  a  freeman  in  1631,  but  removed  to  Scituate  in 
1633.  Here  he  remained  for  a  few  years  and  while  there  he  married 
his  second  wife.  With  her  he  joined  the  church  of  Scituate  in  April 
1 635.  He  emigrated  to  Windsor,  Connecticut,  in  1640,  was  in  Fair- 
held  in  1649,  and  finally  arrived  at  Stamford  where  he  spent  the 
rest  of  his  life.  Three  of  his  children  were  baptized  in  the  Windsor 
church,  and  on  the  records  is  “Old  Goody  Hoyt  died  at  Windsor 
in  1664.” 

The  name  of  his  first  wife  is  not  known,  but  his  second  wife  was 
Susanna  Smith,  who  died  in  1664.

On  July  12,  1646,  he  was  married  to  Susanna  Joyce,  a  widow 
with  an  infant  daughter,  Abigail,  born  in  1645.  The  mother  died

David  Hoyt,  son  of  Nicholas  and  Susanna  (Joyce)  Hoyt,  was 
bom  in  Windsor,  Connecticut,  on  April  22,  1651,  and  died  in  Deer¬ 
field,  Massachusetts,  in  June  1704. 

He  was  a  deacon  in  the  church  at  Windsor,  and  a  lieutenant  in 
the  militia.  He  removed  to  Hadley,  Massachusetts,  in  1678,  thence  to 
Deerfield  in  1682.  With  his  third  wife,  and  four  of  his  youngest 
children,  Jonathan,  Sarah,  Ebenezer  and  Abigail,  he  was  captured 
by  the  French  and  Indians  during  the  burning  of  Deerfield  in  1704, 
and  the  father  died  of  starvation  en  route  to  Canada.  The  widow 
returned  to  her  home  and  subsequently  married  Nathaniel  Royce. 

Mr.  Hoyt  was  married  three  times.  His  first  wife,  whom  he  mar¬ 
ried  on  April  3,  1673,  was  Sarah,  daughter  of  Thomas  Wells  of 
Windsor.  She  died  in  1676  and  Mary  Wilson  became  his  second  wife 
about  1682  or  1683.  She  may  have  been  a  sister  of  Robert  Wilson  of 
Windsor  because  he  bought  half  of  the  Simon  Hoyt  place  in  1647, 
which  shows  that  the  families  were  neighbors.  She  died  between 
1688  and  1691,  and  about  1692  David  Hoyt  married  Abigail  Pome¬ 
roy,  widow  of  Joshua  Pomeroy  and  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Cook 
of  Westfield.  She  was  born  March  1,  1659,  and  died  before  1720  as 
the  wife  of  Nathaniel  Royce  of  Wallingford,  Connecticut.

LANCTON  FAMILY 


i 

George  Lancton  was  of  Wethersfield,  Connecticut,  first,  but  in 
1648  he  was  of  Springfield,  Massachusetts.  He  removed  to  North¬ 
ampton,  Massachusetts,  in  1658  where  he  died  December  29,  1676. 
It  is  stated  by  Savage  in  his  “Genealogical  Dictionary  of  New  Eng¬ 
land”  that  he  had  six  children  by  his  first  wife,  either  in  England 
or  Wethersfield,  and  one  by  his  second  wife.  The  names  of  only 
three  of  these  seven  are  recorded.  In  his  Will  he  mentions  his  son 
John,  daughters  Pritchet,  Corbee,  Hanset  and  Hannum  and  his 
grandson,  Samuel  Lancton. 

The  name  of  his  first  wife  is  unknown.  He  married,  second  at 
Springfield  on  June  29,  1648,  Hannah,  widow  of  Edmund  Haynes.

Deacon  John  Lancton,  son  of  George  Lancton  and  his  first  wife, 
was  probably  born  in  England  and  died  in  1689  in  Farmington,  Con¬ 
necticut.  He  was  of  Farmington  in  1650,  was  a  representative  to  the 
General  Court  in  1668,  and  made  a  deacon  of  the  church.  He  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  church  on  July  12,  1653,  and  made  a  freeman  in  1669. 
His  Will,  dated  July  22,  1689,  proved  August  6,  1689,  mentioned  his 
wife;  daughter  Elizabeth  Lancton;  his  grandson  John  Lancton  who 
was  to  have  land  against  Wethersfield  lying  in  Farmington,  and  as  he 
had  given  to  his  son  John,  now  deceased,  a  portion  of  land  in  North¬ 
ampton,  he  confirmed  it  to  said  grandson,  son  of  John.

Godfrey  Nims,  the  first  of  the  name  in  this  country,  was  of 
French  origin,  his  name  originally  being  Godefrois  Nismes,  and  it 
is  understood  that  he  was  of  a  Huguenot  family.  He  first  appears 
as  a  lad  at  Northampton,  Massachusetts,  on  September  4,  1667.  He 
was  in  the  “Falls  Fight,”  or  Turner’s  Fight  of  May  18,  1676,  and  was 
a  soldier  in  King  Philip’s  War. 

He  was  granted  a  home  lot  in  Northampton,  but  in  1686  he  re¬ 
moved  to  and  became  the  third  settler  at  Deerfield.  He  purchased 
lots  Number  27  and  28  in  the  old  street  which  became  the  home  lot 
and  it  has  never  been  out  of  the  family.  It  is  now  (1896)  held  by 
Mrs.  Eunice  K.  (Nims)  Brown. 

The  first  house  built  upon  this  lot  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1693/4 
and  in  it  perished  Jeremiah  Hull,  his  four  year  old  step-son.  His 
second  house,  built  upon  the  same  spot,  was  burned  by  the  Indians 
on  February  29,  1704,  and  three  of  his  daughters,  Mehitable,  aged 
eight,  and  Mary  and  Mercy,  five  year  old  twins,  were  smothered  in 
the  cellar.  This  was  the  day  of  the  terrible  destruction  of  the  town 
of  Deerfield,  and  at  this  time  his  son,  Henry,  aged  22,  and  his  25  year 
old  daughter,  Rebecca  and  her  husband,  Philip  Mattoon,  were  slain 
by  the  Indians.  His  wife  and  four  year  old  daughter,  Abigail,  and 
sixteen  year  old  step-daughter,  Elizabeth  Hull,  were  captured  and 
taken  to  Canada.  Mrs.  Nims  was  slain  on  the  journey.  Abigail  re¬ 
mained  in  Canada,  became  a  nun,  and  the  romantic  story  of  her  life 
is  most  interestingly  told  in  the  works  of  Miss  Alice  C.  Baker.  Upon 
arriving  in  Canada,  Elizabeth  Hull  met  her  step-brother,  John  Nims, 
who  had  been  captured  by  the  Indians  in  1703  and  was  still  a  prisoner 
when  the  attack  was  made  upon  Deerfield.  He  made  his  escape  in 
1705,  and  on  December  19,  1707,  married  Elizabeth  Hull  and  from 
this  union  sprang  the  Greenfield  branch  of  this  family.  Thus  in  one 
morning  a  family  of  thirteen  was  reduced  to  six. 

Mr.  Nims  died  in  Deerfield  early  in  1705.  The  inventory  of  his 
estate  was  taken  on  March  12,  1704/5.  His  first  wife,  whom  he  had 
married  in  Northampton  on  November  26,  1677,  was  Mary,  widow 
of  Zebediah  Williams  and  daughter  of  William  Miller.  (Miller  II.) 
She  died  in  Deerfield  on  April  27,  1688,  and  he  married,  second, 
June  2,  1692,  Mehitable,  widow  of  Jeremiah  Hull  and  daughter  of 
William  Smead.  She  was  born  January  2,  1667,  and  was  slain  by 
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the  Indians  on  the  journey  to  Canada  in  1704.  The  first  four  children 
were  born  in  Northampton,  the  rest  in  Deerfield.

Ebenezer  Nims,  son  of  Godfrey  and  Mary  (Miller)  Nims,  was 
born  in  Deerfield,  Massachusetts,  on  March  14,  1687,  and  died  in 
Wapping  about  1760. 

When  his  mother,  sister  and  step-sister  were  captured  by  the 
Indians  on  February  29,  1704,  Ebenezer  was  also  taken  prisoner  and 
transported  to  Canada.  There  he  was  adopted  by  a  squaw,  lived  in 
Lorette,  and  remained  until  1714.  His  fellow  prisoner,  Sarah  Hoyt, 
of  his  own  age,  was  presistently  urged  by  the  French  priests  to 
marry  and  an  Indian  chief  desired  to  wed  her,  but  she  declined. 
Finally  she  announced  in  public  that  she  would  marry  if  any  of  her 
fellow  captives  would  take  her.  Ebenezer  promptly  stepped  forth 
and  claimed  her  for  his  bride  and  they  were  married  on  the  spot. 
Their  oldest  child  was  born  in  captivity. 

Upon  their  return  from  Canada  in  1714,  in  company  with  Stod¬ 
dard  and  Williams,  they  resided  with  his  brother  John’s  family  on 
the  old  homestead,  then  removed  to  Wapping  and  lived  on  the 
James  Child’s  place. 

Sarah  Hoyt,  the  daughter  of  David  and  Mary  (Wilson)  Hoyt, 
was  born  in  Deerfield  on  May  6,  1686  and  died  in  Wapping  January 
11,  1761.  (Hoyt  IV.)

Ebenezer  Nims,  Jr.,  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Sarah  (Hoyt)  Nims, 
was  born  in  captivity  in  Canada  on  February  14,  1713,  and  died 
about  1777  in  Deerfield,  Massachusetts.  The  following  entry  was 
made  by  Parson  Ashby  of  Deerfield:  “May  8,  1737  —  Ezenezer  Nims, 
Jr.,  who  was  bapt.  in  the  Romish  Chh.,  being  dissatisfied  with  his 
baptism,  consented  to  ye  articles  of  ye  Xtian  faith  and  was  ad¬ 
mitted.  .  . 

In  1736  or  1737,  he  moved  from  Deerfield  to  Upper  Ashuelot, 
New  Hampshire  and  was  chosen  collector  of  taxes  for  the  pro¬ 
prietors  in  May,  1737.  He  is  named  as  one  of  the  original  members 
of  the  church  in  1738,  and  received  a  grant  of  land  from  the  pro¬ 
prietors  in  1740  for  hazarding  his  life  to  bring  forward  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  town.  He  returned  with  settlers  and  was  town  treasurer 
in  1754,  and  a  selectman  in  1757  and  1758.  He  resided  in  the  fort 
and  was  on  the  alarm  list  in  1773.  He  later  returned  to  Deerfield. 

On  December  12,  1735,  in  Deerfield,  he  married  Mercy,  daughter 
of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Weld)  Smead.  (Smead  III.)  She  was  bom 
August  6,  1714.

Mary  Nims,  daughter  of  Ebenezer,  Jr.,  and  Mercy  (Smead)

William  Phelps,  son  of  William  and  Dorothy  Phelps,  was  bap¬ 
tized  in  the  Tewksbury  Church  on  August  19,  1599.  He  died  in 
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Windsor,  Connecticut,  on  July  14,  1672,  and  was  buried  the  next 
day. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  first  wife  of  William  Phelps  or  their 
marriage.  He  probably  removed  soon  after  the  birth  of  his  second 
son  to  some  southern  county  as  no  further  record  of  his  children 
is  found. 

He  and  his  wife,  with  six  children  and  his  brother,  George, 
sailed  from  Plymouth,  England,  in  the  “Mary  and  John”  on  March 
20,  1630,  and  arrived  at  Nantasket  (now  Hull),  Massachusetts,  on 
May  30,  1630.  The  company  settled  in  Dorchester,  Massachustetts. 
He  was  made  a  freeman  October  19,  1630,  and  held  several  offices 
there.  He  was  a  member  of  the  General  Court.  His  wife  died  in 
1635  and  he  and  his  brother,  George,  accompanied  the  company 
who  went  to  Windsor,  Connecticut,  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wareham, 
where  he  was  active  in  public  interests. 

His  settlement  Deed  on  Windsor  records  gave  to  his  son,  Timo¬ 
thy,  a  right  in  all  his  possessions  jointly  provided  they  dwelt  in  the 
home  with  him  and  his  wife  during  their  lives. 

The  second  wife  of  William  Phelps  was  Mary  Dover,  whom  he 
married  in  1638.  She  died  November  27,  1675.  She  also  was  a  pas¬ 
senger  on  the  “Mary  and  John.”

Nathaniel  Phelps,  son  of  William  Phelps,  was  born  in  England 
about  1629  and  died  in  Northampton,  Massachusetts,  on  May  27, 
1702,  aged  75  years. 

He  occupied  his  homestead  in  Windsor,  Connecticut,  for  43 
years.  In  1679  he  and  his  sons  Nathaniel  and  William,  took  the  oath 
of  allegiance.  He  was  a  freeman  in  1681. 

In  1656  or  1657  he  removed  to  Northampton,  Massachusetts,  with 
part  of  his  family  and  there  died  and  about  ten  years  after  his  widow 
died  there.  The  Will  of  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Nathaniel  Phelps,  was 
probated  at  Northampton.  It  refers  to  sons  Nathaniel  and  William 
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who  are  to  have  the  land  her  husband  left  to  her;  to  daughter  Abi¬ 
gail,  fifty  pounds;  to  children  of  Matthew  and  Mary  Closson,  five 
pounds  each;  to  Thomas  Copley,  three  pounds;  and  to  Samuel  and 
John  Lancton,  twenty  shillings  each.  The  Will  of  Nathaniel  is  also 
on  file.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  to  be  the  executor.  He  bequeathed 
to  his  son,  Nathaniel;  to  his  son,  William;  to  John  Alvord  and 
Matthew  Closson  who  married  his  daughters,  each  fifteen  shillings; 
gave  to  his  grandchildren,  the  children  of  his  daughter,  Mary  Clos¬ 
son,  deceased;  directed  that  his  wife  is  to  give  her  son  Thomas  Cop¬ 
ley,  three  pounds;  and  to  her  grandchildren  Samuel  and  John  Lanc¬ 
ton,  forty  pounds  each.  The  son,  Nathaniel,  was  to  care  for  his 
mother;  and  he  requested  that  Deacon  Ebenezer  Strong  and  Medad 
Pomeroy  assist  his  wife  as  executor.  His  Will  was  made  on  March 
12,  1 701/2,  and  proved  July  15,  1702. 

On  September  17,  1650,  Nathaniel  Phelps  was  married  to  Eliza¬ 
beth  Copley,  an  Englishwoman  and  a  widow.  She  died  in  Nor¬ 
thampton  on  December  6,  1712.

The  Will  of  Nathaniel  Phelps,  Jr.,  made  June  14  and  presented 
for  probate  on  July  15,  1719,  mentions  his  wife,  Grace;  sons  Samuel, 
Nathaniel  and  Timothy;  three  daughters,  Lydia,  Abigail  and  Sarah, 
to  have  twenty  pounds  each;  and  to  two  other  daughters,  Grace 
and  Elizabeth,  twenty-five  pounds  each.  He  directed  his  sons  Samuel 
and  Nathaniel  to  help  Timothy  build  a  house  if  he  settled  in  the 
town. 

On  August  11,  1676,  in  Northampton,  he  was  married  to  Grace 
Martin,  adopted  daughter  of  John  Marsh,  daughter  of  his  sister, 
Lydia  Martin.  Grace  Martin  was  born  in  1656  and  died  in  North¬ 
ampton  on  August  2,  1727,  aged  71  years.

About  1644  he  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Sylvester  and  Sarah 
Baldwin.  (Baldwin  II.)  She  was  baptized  February  19,  1625/6,  and 
died  in  1708.  As  her  second  husband,  she  married,  in  1676,  William 
East.

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PRESCOTT  FAMILY 


i 

John  Prescott  of  Lancaster,  Massachusetts,  was  born  in  Lancas- 
tershire,  England,  but  lived  at  Sowerby  in  the  Parish  of  Halifax  in 
the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  He  came  to  New  England  about 
1640  with  his  wife  and  several  children.  They  settled  first  at  Water- 
town,  Massachusetts,  but  removed  in  1645  or  1646  to  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  new  settlement  at  Lancaster.  Difficulty  and  loss  on  his 
crossing  the  Sudbury  River  on  his  removal  is  told  in  the  Winthrop 
Papers,  Vol.  II,  page  306. 

He  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  in  1652  but  was  not  admitted 
a  freeman  before  1669.  With  his  whole  family,  he  moved  shortly 
after  that  doleful  day  of  February  10,  1676  when  the  whole  town 
was  entirely  abandoned  for  several  years,  so  that  no  white  man  was 
living  between  the  towns  on  the  Connecticut  River  and  those  of 
the  Concord. 

In  1682  the  number  of  families  was  not  more  than  one-third  as 
large  as  seven  years  before,  but  the  Prescott  family  was  one  that 
returned  to  Lancaster.  It  is  thought  that  his  death  occurred  in 
1682. 

His  wife  was  Mary  Platts,  a  Yorkshire,  England,  girl.  She  and 
the  four  older  children  were  bom  in  England,  the  next  two  chil¬ 
dren  at  Watertown  and  the  last  one  at  Lancaster.  The  date  of  her 
death  is  not  known.

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RANDALL  FAMILY

Robert  Randall  of  Weymouth,  Massachusetts,  came  from 
Wendover  in  Buckinghamshire,  England,  before  1640.  He  was  a 
freeman  in  1647.  On  July  2,  1688,  he  stated  that  he  was  eighty 
years  of  age  and  that  he  lived  formerly  for  some  time  in  Wendover, 
which  probably  was  not  his  native  town  as  no  evidence  of  him  is 
found  there.  Therefore,  he  was  born  in  England  in  1608  and  he 
died  in  Weymouth  on  May  3,  1691.  In  his  Will,  dated  March  27, 
1691,  he  names  his  sons  John  and  Thomas,  and  daughters  Mary, 
wife  of  Abraham  Staphles  and  Hannah,  wife  of  John  Warfield,  both 
then  of  Mendon.  The  Will  was  proved  May  25,  1691,  his  son  John 
being  the  executor. 

His  first  wife  was  Mary,  who  was  buried  on  September  3,  1640. 
His  second  wife  was  Mary  French,  sister  of  Stephen  French  who 
mentions  in  his  Will,  1679,  his  sister  Mary  Randall.  As  she  was  not 

mentioned  in  the  Will  of  her  husband  she  probably  died  before 
he  did.

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RICHARDS  FAMILY 


The  name  Richards  is  of  Welsh  origin  and  is  the  equivalent  of  the 
English  Richardson.  However,  there  are  ancient  records  of  Richards 
and  Richardsons  in  both  Wales  and  England. 

The  Welsh  families  naturally  spread  to  England.  Many  Richards 
settled  in  Somerset  where,  at  East  Bagborough,  the  family  was 
prominent,  as  also  in  Dorchester  in  nearby  Dorsetshire.  Emigrants 
from  Dorchester,  settling  in  the  new  world,  gave  the  same  name  to 
their  land,  hence  the  “Dorchester  Grant.” 

I 

Edward  Richards,  with  whom  our  line  begins,  was  born  in  Eng¬ 
land  about  1610  and  arrived  on  the  ship  “Lyon”  in  1632  with  his 
brother,  Nathaniel,  and  for  a  short  time  was  at  Cambridge,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  In  1636  he  removed  to  Dedham,  Massachusetts,  where  he 
lived  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  died  there  on  June  25,  1684. 

As  a  commentary  on  Edward  Richards,  his  times  and  its  social 
and  economic  ratings,  it  is  on  record  that  he  began  life  in  America 
with  more  means  than  most  of  the  planters  of  Dedham,  and  from  a 
list  of  admissions  to  the  Church  of  Christ,  November  8,  1638,  it  is 
recorded  “Richards,  Edward,  1638,  Shoemaker,  wife  Susan.  .  .  .” 
We  see  here  a  comingling  of  a  workman  and  a  land  owner  of  estate. 

The  estate  of  Edward  Richards  in  the  Dedham  grant  was  a  large 
one.  While  Edward  was  living  in  Cambridge,  1635-6,  prominent 
citizens  of  Cambridge  and  adjoining  Watertown  organized  enter¬ 
prises  to  settle  Dedham  and  Hartford,  Connecticut.  Edward’s 
brother,  Nathaniel,  was  interested  in  Hartford  and  settled  there. 
Elder  John  Hunting  of  Watertown  was  interested  in  Dedham  and 
later  built  a  home  there.  According  to  Rev.  Abner  Morse,  in  his 
genealogy  of  the  Richards  family,  Edward  Richards  was  betrothed 
to  Elder  Hunting’s  daughter,  Susan,  whom  he  later  married,  and  so 
chose  Dedham  for  his  future  home.  He  was  established  in  Dedham 
before  it  was  “settled”  in  1637. 

In  1636  he  became  one  of  the  original  “Proprietors”  of  Dedham 
and  was  the  sixty-second  signer  of  the  social  compact.  As  land 
grants  were  proportioned  according  to  one’s  standing  or  holding, 
Edward  Richards  acquired  a  large  holding  in  the  Dedham  grant  as 
a  proprietor.  It  is  said  that  he  drew  fourteen  “lots”  —  a  lot  consisting 
of  about  twelve  acres  of  farm  and  wood  land.  He  built  “Broad 
Oaks”  where  he  resided  until  his  death.  His  Will,  made  shortly  be¬ 
fore  his  death,  was  probated  the  same  year.  He  took  the  Freeman’s 
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Oath  in  1641  and  was  a  selectman  of  Dedham  for  nine  years  from 
1646. 

He  married,  September  10,  1638,  Susan,  daughter  of  Elder  John 
Hunting.  She  died  in  Dedham  on  July  9,  1684,  about  two  weeks 
after  the  death  of  her  husband.  Their  children  were  all  born  in 
Dedham.

SHELDON  FAMILY 


Arms:  Sable,  a  fess  between  three  sheldrakes  proper. 

Crest:  A  sheldrake  proper. 

Motto:  Optimum  pati.  (To  suffer  is  best.) 

Among  local  surnames  is  that  of  Sheldon,  meaning  “of  Sheldon,” 
a  chapelry  in  the  Parish  of  Bakewell,  County  Derby;  as  well  as  the 
parishes  of  Sheldon  in  counties  Devon  and  Warwick.  Worcester¬ 
shire  has  for  many  centuries  been  the  home  of  one  of  the  main 
branches  of  this  old  English  family.  Francis  Sheldon  is  mentioned 
in  Vol.  II  of  the  Register  of  the  University  of  Oxford  as  being  from 
Worcestershire  in  1584-85,  as  is  also  Edward  Sheldon  in  1621.  The 
heraldic  device  borne  by  the  descendants  of  the  American  progeni¬ 
tor  is  given  above. 

Heraldic  authorities  assign  a  common  origin  to  the  various  Eng¬ 
lish  families  bearing  from  early  times  the  name  Sheldon;  and  not¬ 
withstanding  the  existence  of  several  branches  distinguished  by 
armorial  devices,  these  different  devices  are  identical  in  their  main 
feature,  a  sheldrake,  or,  more  frequently,  three  shell  drakes,  being 
uniformly  bom  on  the  escutcheon,  and  differences  appearing  only 
in  the  details  of  the  blazonry. 

The  Sheldons  have  been  most  numerous  in  Derbyshire,  Oxford¬ 
shire,  Staffordshire,  Sheshire  and  Worcestershire.  There  is  a  village 
in  Derbyshire  named  Sheldon,  and  in  this  country  has  long  dwelt 
an  important  branch  of  the  family. 

The  Family  in  America 

I 

Isaac  Sheldon,  the  American  progenitor,  of  Windsor,  Connecti¬ 
cut  and  Northampton,  Massachusetts,  was  born  in  England  about 
1629,  as  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  records  of  the  Court  of  Hamp¬ 
shire  County,  Massachusetts  on  April  29,  1679,  where,  in  testimony 
sworn  to  by  him,  he  gave  his  age  as  fifty  or  thereabouts,  a  date 
which  agrees  with  the  supposed  date  of  birth  of  Isaac,  son  of  Ralph 
and  Barbara  (Stone)  Sheldon  of  Ashford,  in  the  Parish  of  Bake¬ 
well,  County  Derby,  England.  He  took  passage  for  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  colonies  from  the  Port  of  Plymouth,  and  was  in  Windsor, 
Connecticut  in  1640,  being  then  eleven  years  old.  He  became  an 
owner  of  lands  in  that  settlement  where  he  continued  until  after  his 
marriage. 

Between  1640  and  1650  a  number  of  Derbyshire  families  settled  at 
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Concord,  Massachusetts,  at  Stratford,  New  Haven  and  Branford  in 
the  New  Haven  Colony,  and  at  several  other  places  in  New  Eng¬ 
land.  Shortly  before  September  13,  1652  he  bought  of  John  Stiles  a 
home  lot  of  three  acres,  with  house,  barn  and  orchard,  and  several 
other  lots  were  purchased  by  him  early. 

In  1654  conveyed  his  Windsor  property  to  Samuel  Rockwell, 
and,  with  his  father-in-law,  Thomas  Woodford,  removed  to  North¬ 
ampton,  Massachusetts,  of  which  place  he  was  one  of  the  very  earli¬ 
est  colonists.  His  name  is  recorded  among  the  first  selectmen  of 
Northampton,  chosen  at  a  town  meeting  held  in  December  1656, 
and  subsequently  he  held  other  offices,  including  that  of  overseer  of 
the  poor.  He  was  a  member  of  the  First  Church,  both  he  and  his 
wife  signing  the  Covenant  in  1661.  With  many  of  the  other  citizens, 
he  signed  a  subscription  for  Harvard  College.  His  residence  was  on 
King  Street  and  he  owned  considerable  meadow  land,  etc.  He  died 
in  Northampton  on  July  27,  1709,  at  which  time  twelve  of  his  chil¬ 
dren  were  still  living.  His  Will  was  dated  June  21,  1708/9  and 
proved  September  1,  1708/9. 

His  first  wife,  whom  he  married  at  Windsor  in  1653,  was  Mary, 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  A4ary  (Blott)  Woodford  of  Hartford, 
Connecticut.  (Woodford  II.)  She  was  born  about  1636  and  died  in 
Northampton  on  April  7,  1684.  He  married  second,  in  1686,  Mrs. 
Alehitable  (Gunn)  Ensign,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth 
Gunn,  and  formerly  wife  of  David  Ensign.  She  was  born  in  Wind¬ 
sor  July  28,  1644  and  died  in  Northampton  on  January  30,  1 720/1. 
All  of  his  children,  except  the  first,  were  born  in  Northampton.

Deacon  John  Shepard,  as  he  is  called  on  the  records,  was  of 
Westfield,  Massachusetts  where  he  was  married  by  iMr.  John 
Hooker,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  on  December  21,  1703  to  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Matthew  and  Mary  (Plum)  Woodruff.  (Woodruff  III.) 
She  was  born  in  1679  and  died  October  14,  1731.  His  second  wife 
was  the  widow  Abigail  King.  They  were  married  in  Westfield  on 
May  24,  1733  by  Rev.  Mr.  John  Bull.  There  were  no  children  of 
the  second  marriage. 

On  April  2,  1743,  Jonathan,  John,  Ezekiel  and  David  Shepard,  all 
of  Westfield,  release  to  “our  honored  father,  John  Shepard  of 
Westfield,  for  his  life,”  certain  land,  Fort,  meadow  and  homestead 
with  dwelling  house,  barn,  six  acres  of  meadow,  six  acres  town  lot, 
etc.

(Lancton 
V.)  Their  intention  of  marriage  was  published  in  Westfield  on 
June  6,  1730.  She  was  born  November  14,  1708/9.

William  Smead  of  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  was  probably  one 
of  the  children  born  in  England  of  Widow  Judith  Smead,  sister  of 
Israel  Stoughton,  who  joined  the  church  about  1635,  and  on  whose 
estate  he  was  appointed,  1630,  to  administer  according  to  her  Will 
for  the  good  of  them.  William  was  taken  to  be  brought  up  by  John 
Pope,  who  in  his  Will  called  William  a  little  boy,  gave  him  his  looms 
and  tackling  of  them  to  the  value  of  31  pounds,  provided  he  would 
live  with  his  wife  after  his  time  was  out  and  willing  to  learn  his 
trade.  This  was  in  1644.  He  removed  to  Northampton  about  1660 
and  from  there  to  Deerfield  about  1684.  He  was  made  a  freeman  in 
1660.  He  was  born  in  England  about  1625  and  died  before  1704  in 
Deerfield.

Francis  Smith  was  admitted  a  freeman  of  Watertown,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  on  May  18,  1631.  He  was  named  as  a  proprietor  of  that 
town  in  February  1636/7,  and  again  in  1642  when  one  hundred 
thirty-one  acres  of  farm  land  was  granted  him.  His  homestall  was 
of  six  acres  and  adjoined  two  acres  of  marsh. 

About  1647  he  removed  to  Reading,  Massachusetts  where  he  set¬ 
tled  at  the  end  of  Smith’s  Pond,  his  land  extending  into  Woodville. 
He  was  a  selectman  of  the  town  of  Reading.  He  died  there  March 
20,  1650/1.  His  Will,  dated  March  14,  1650/1,  mentions  his  wife, 
not  named;  sons  John  and  Benjamin;  granddaughter  Mary;  gives  to 
“my  kinsmen”  Henry  and  Benjamin  Bulflower,  of  the  town,  each 
three  pounds;  and  for  fencing  the  burial  lot,  three  pounds.

Strong,  an  English  surname,  indicates  a  physical  quality,  and 
originated  as  a  nick-name  for  a  man  of  remarkable  strength  and 
power.  The  name  is  first  found  in  the  early  Rolls  of  Parliament, 
Joscelin  le  Strong;  and  Simon  Strong  is  in  the  Hundred  Rolls  of 
County  Cambridge,  A.  D.  1273. 

The  main  seat  of  the  Strong  family  in  England  was  on  the  west¬ 
ern  counties  bordering  on  Wales,  especially  in  Gloucester  and 
Shropshire.  One  of  the  Shropshire  family  married  a  Griffith  heiress 
of  County  Caernarvon,  North  Wales,  and  went  hither  to  reside 
in  1545.

John  Strong,  son  of  Richard  Strong,  was  born  in  Taunton, 
Somersetshire,  England,  in  1605,  and  died  in  Northampton,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  April  14,  1699.  He  removed  from  Taunton  to  London,  and 
afterwards  to  Plymouth  in  Devonshire.  He  sailed  with  a  Puritan 
Company  of  140  persons,  including  Rev.  John  War  ham,  on  the 
ship  “Mary  and  John,”  from  Plymouth,  March  20,  1630,  and  ar¬ 
rived  at  Nantasket  (now  Hull)  Massachusetts,  on  May  30,  1630. 
After  a  few  days’  search  they  settled  at  a  spot  they  called  Dorches¬ 
ter  in  memory  of  the  home  of  many  of  them  in  England. 

In  1635,  after  having  assisted  in  founding  Dorchester,  John  Strong 
removed  to  Hingham,  and  on  March  9,  1636  took  the  freeman’s  oath 
at  Boston.  After  a  short  stay  at  Hingham,  he  proceeded  to  Taunton, 
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and  in  1638  was  made  a  freeman  of  Plymouth  Colony.  He  is  on  record 
as  an  inhabitant  and  proprietor  there  December  4,  1638.  He  was  a 
deputy  thence  to  the  General  Court  in  1641,  1643  and  1644,  but  left 
as  late  as  1645  f°r  Windsor,  Connecticut  which  had  been  settled 
from  Dorchester  chiefly  by  his  associates. 

In  1659  he  joined  the  founders  of  Northampton,  Massachusetts 
where  he  was  a  leading  man  in  the  affairs  of  that  town,  and  was 
chosen  ruling  elder  of  the  church  and  ordained  June  13  (new  style 
24),  1663,  and  he  ordained  Solomon  Stoddard  pastor  of  the  church 
at  Northampton,  September  11,  1672. 

His  first  wife,  whom  he  married  in  England,  was  Marjorie  Deane 
who  died  on  the  passage  or  soon  after  landing.  He  married,  second, 
in  December  1630,  Abigail,  daughter  of  Thomas  Ford,  his  fellow 
passengers  on  the  “Mary  and  John,”  and  associates  in  Windsor  and 
Northampton.  She  was  about  sixteen  years  old.  (Ford  I.)  She  died  at 
Windsor  on  April  28,  1663.

The  Family  in  America 

I 

Richard  Trott,  youngest  child  of  Robert  and  Honora  Trott,  was 
baptized  August  28,  1584  at  Pitsminster.  He  was  probably  born  in 
the  hamlet  of  South  Trendle,  now  the  parish  of  Trull,  Somerset, 
England,  and  was  baptized  in  the  Pitsminster  Church.  He  died  in 
1669/70  in  Wethersfield,  Connecticut.  He  was  alive  on  October  11, 
1669,  and  the  inventory  of  his  estate  was  presented  to  the  Court  on 
March  3,  1669/70.  He  was  married,  April  27,  1615  in  Pitsminster 
Church,  to  Alice  Gaylard,  who  was  baptized  there  on  May  10,  1594, 
when  her  name  was  spelled  Gaylaud.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Hugh 
Gaylard  who  was  buried  October  21,  1614  in  Pitsminster.  When 
Alice  Treat  died  is  unknown,  but  she  survived  her  husband.  The 
name  of  Hugh  Gaylard  appears  in  the  Taunton  Manor  Register  in 
1573,  as  of  Poundsford. 

Richard  Treat  was  baptized  under  the  name  of  Trott;  was  mar¬ 
ried  under  the  name  of  Trett;  his  children  were  baptized  under  the 
names  of  Trott  and  Tratt,  and  he  was  called  Treat  when  he  died. 

Mr.  Treat  must  have  been  a  man  of  high  social  standing  and  of 
much  influence  in  the  town  of  Wethersfield,  and  in  the  colony  of 
Connecticut.  This  is  evident  from  the  various  positions  of  trust 
occupied  by  him.  Titles  once  meant  something;  not  everyone  had 
Esquire  attached  to  their  name,  as  now.  Even  the  prefix  Mr.  or 
Master  was  a  mark  of  importance.  It  was  then  a  title  fully  as  high 
as  Honorable  is  now.  In  the  list  of  Freemen  of  Wethersfield  for 
1659,  only  three  besides  Richard  Treat,  Sr.,  are  styled  Mr.,  and  he 
bore  that  title  as  early  as  1642. 

Hon.  Richard  Treat,  Sr.,  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Wethers¬ 
field,  and  represented  the  town  in  the  first  General  Court  in  1637. 
He  was  appointed  in  1642,  by  the  General  Court,  in  connection 
with  Gov.  Wyllys,  Messrs.  Haines,  Hopkins,  Whiting,  and  others, 
to  superintend  the  building  of  a  ship  and  to  collect  a  revenue  for 
that  object.  In  1643  he  was  a  Colonial  Grand  Juror,  and  in  1644,  a 
member  of  the  General  Court  to  which  he  was  several  times  re¬ 
elected.  From  1658  to  1665  he  was  an  Assistant  Magistrate  of  the 
Colony,  and  was  named  in  the  Royal  Charter  of  Charles  II,  as  one 
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of  his  patentees.  He  was  one  of  the  collectors  of  the  Tenwick  tax, 
and  of  the  fund  for  the  support  of  students  in  the  college  at  Cam¬ 
bridge  —  Harvard  College. 

Mr.  Treat  was  also  a  man  of  considerable  wealth  for  those  times 
and  an  extensive  land-owner  in  Wethersfield.  At  the  laying  out  of 
the  Naubuc  farms,  which  consisted  of  lands  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Connecticut  River,  within  the  limits  of  what  was  then  Wethersfield, 
but  now  Glastonbury,  in  1640,  or  as  early  as  1639,  the  town  gave 
him  a  large  tract  of  land,  the  exact  size  of  the  lot  unknown,  but 
supposed  to  contain  900  acres.  It  was  called  the  “Farm  of  Nayog” 
and  long  was  known  as  the  “Treat  Farm.”  The  inventory  of 
his  estate,  taken  to  Court  on  March  3,  1669/70,  amounted  to 
£  69: 10:08. 

His  children  were  all  born  in  England  and  were  baptized  in  Pits- 
minster  Church.

WARFIELD  FAMILY 


i 

John  Warfield  settled  in  Medfield,  Massachusetts  as  early  as 
1654  when  a  young  man.  His  house  was  on  Bridge  Street.  In  1685 
he  moved  to  Mendon,  Massachusetts  where  he  died  between  1710 
and  1712.  On  August  17,  1710,  an  agreement  was  made  between 
John  Warfield  and  Elihu,  his  son,  both  of  Mendon,  in  which  the 
said  John  is  to  convey  to  Elihu  certain  land,  fifty-seven  acres  on  the 
east  side  of  West  River  adjoining  land  the  said  John  had  previously 
given  to  his  son,  Samuel,  provided  Elihu  supported  the  said  John 
and  wife  Hannah  during  their  lives.  Further,  upon  their  death,  Elihu 
was  to  give  to  his  sister  Mary  one  cow,  etc.,  and  Grindell  Rawson 
and  Ebenezer  Read  were  to  see  that  Elihu  did  rightly  by  her  and 
his  parents. 

He  was  married  three  times.  His  first  wife,  whom  he  married  on 
August  3,  1661,  was  Elizabeth  (Hester)  Sheppard.  She  died  in  Med¬ 
field  on  May  24,  1669  and  on  October  26,  1669  he  married  Peregrin 
Wheelock.  Her  death  occurred  on  April  1,  1671  and  on  December 
26,  1671  he  married  for  the  third  time.  This  wife  was  Hannah, 
daughter  of  Robert  and  Mary  (French)  Randall.  (Randall  II.)  She 
was  born  about  1642  or  1643  and  died,  the  widow  of  John  Warfield, 
on  May  9,  1712.  There  were  no  children  of  the  second  marriage. 
Both  children  of  the  first  marriage,  and  the  first  four  of  the  third, 
were  born  in  Medfield.  The  last  two  children  were  born  in  Mendon.

He  died  in  Upton,  Massachusetts  early  in  1752,  because 
administration  of  the  estate  of  Samuel  Warfield  of  Upton  was 
granted  to  Samuel  Palmer  and  John  Harwood  on  August  1,  1752.

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veyed  land  to  John  Taylor.  His  wife,  whom  he  married  on  July  22, 
1701,  was  Hannah  White.  The  exact  date  of  her  death  or  birth  are 
not  known,  but  she  died  after  1749  at  which  time  the  Will  of  her 
son,  Eliphalet,  was  proven  and  in  which  he  bequeaths  to  his  father 
and  mother,  Samuel  and  Hannah  Warfield.

Warfield,  was  born  October  21,  1703  in  Mendon,  Massachusetts. 
He  was  at  one  time  in  Upton,  but  on  March  5,  1750  Josiah  Watkins 
of  Westfield  conveyed  to  Samuel  Warfield  of  Westfield,  land  in 
that  town.  In  May  of  the  same  year  he  is  called  “husbandman”  of 

Westfield,  and  on  January  3,  1763  he  and  his  wife  sell  land  to 
Eliakim  Sacket. 

His  first  wife  was  Abigail,  and  in  November  1734  they  deed  land 
to  his  brother  Eliphalet,  said  land  adjoining  that  of  Samuel  War- 
field,  Sr.  On  January  5,  1737,  he  married,  as  his  second  wife,  Deliv¬ 
erance,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  Watkins.  She  was  bap¬ 
tized  at  Watertown,  Massachusetts  on  May  24,  1719.  Samuel  Wat¬ 
kins  died  at  Hopkinton,  Massachusetts  on  May  3,  1759.  The  dates  of 
the  deaths  of  Samuel  Warfield  and  his  wife  are  not  known.

Eliphalet  Warfield,  son  of  Samuel  and  Deliverance  (Watkins)

On  page  947  of  Volume  XVI  of  “Massachusetts  Soldiers  and 
Sailors  is  to  be  found  the  following  Revolutionary  War  Service  for 
Eliphalet  Warfield. 

Wharfield,  Eliphalet,  Private,  Capt.  Samuel  Stoper’s  12th  Company, 

Col.  David  Moseley’s  (3rd  Hampshire  County)  Regt.;  entered  service 
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June  1 6,  1782;  discharged  June  17,  1782;  service,  2  days;  company 
marched  to  Northampton  June  12,  1782,  in  support  of  the  government 
and  was  allowed  horse  rationing.” 

This  service  is  again  given  in  Blandford’s  (Mass.)  “Soldiers  and 
Sailors,”  Table  10,  page  35,  as  follows: 

“Payroll  for  the  12th  Company,  in  the  3rd  regiment  of  militia  in  the 
County  of  Hampshire,  whereof  David  Moseley,  Esq.  is  Colonel,  who 
marched  to  Northampton  June  12,  1782  in  the  support  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  under  the  command  of  Samuel  Stoper  of  said  Company: 

Eliphalet  Wharfield,  rank  private,  entered  service  June  16,  dis¬ 
charged  June  17,  number  of  days  in  service:  2.” 

On  August  5,  1800  Lemuel  Bates  was  appointed  administrator  of 
the  estate  of  Eliphalet  Warfield  of  Blandford.  The  inventory  dated 
October  20,  1800,  shows  four  hundred  and  forty-four  acres  of  real 
estate  with  one  house  and  a  barn  valued  at  $529.75  and  personal 
property  valued  at  $124.17,  a  total  value  of  $653.92,  but  there  were 
claims  against  the  estate  in  the  amount  of  $413.75.  On  January  30, 
1801  the  widow’s  third  of  her  deceased  husband’s  estate  was  set  off 
to  Eleanor  Warfield,  widow  of  Eliphalet  Warfield,  to  have  during 
her  life.  She  was  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Jonathan  and  Rachel  (Lane- 
ton)  Shepard.  (Shepard  III.)  She  was  born  in  Westfield,  Massachu¬ 
setts  on  August  2,  1748,  and  survived  her  husband.

Andrew  Warner,  of  Cambridge  and  Hadley,  Massachusetts  and 
Hartford,  Connecticut,  was  born  in  England  about  1593/4.  He  was 
of  Cambridge  in  1632  where  he  was  admitted  a  freeman  on  May  14, 
1634.  He  moved  to  Hartford,  in  1639,  with  the  body  of  original 
proprietors,  and  removed  to  Hadley  in  1659  where  he  was  one  of 
the  original  settlers,  taking  with  him  a  new  wife  by  whom  he  had 
no  children.  He  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  at  Hadley  on  Febru¬ 
ary  8,  1679,  and  died  there  on  December  18,  1684,  aged  about  90 
years. 

The  name  of  his  first  wife  is  unknown,  but  she  was  the  mother 
of  all  his  children.  He  married,  second,  after  1665,  Esther,  widow  of 
Thomas  Seldon  who  died  in  1665.

Captain  Joseph  Weld  of  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  the  progenitor 
of  our  branch  of  the  family,  was  born  at  Sudbury,  Suffolk  County, 
England  in  1598,  the  son  of  Edmund  and  Amy  Welde.  Edmund 
Welde  died  in  England  in  1608.  Captain  Weld,  a  brother  of  the  first 
Daniel  and  Rev.  Thomas  Weld,  died  in  Roxbury,  Massachusetts  on 
October  7,  1646. 

In  1636  Joseph  Weld  came  to  New  England  with  his  wife  and 
four  children,  leaving  the  eldest  son,  John,  in  England.  He  settled 
in  Roxbury  where  he  was  made  a  freeman  in  1636  and  was  one  of 
the  founders  and  an  Ensign  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery 
Company  in  1637.  He  was  a  captain  of  the  militia  in  1636  in  Col. 
John  Winthrop’s  regiment.  Captain  Weld  served  as  a  deputy  from 
Roxbury  to  the  General  Court  in  1637-8,  1641,  1643-4,  an<^  was  an 
otherwise  prominent  citizen.  His  Will,  dated  June  2,  1646,  was 
proved  the  same  year.  The  inventory  of  his  estate  amounted  to 
£  2028: 14:9. 

The  first  wife  of  Captain  Weld  was  Elizabeth  Wyse  who  died 
in  Roxbury  in  October  1638.  He  married  second,  on  April  20,  1639, 
Barbara,  daughter  of  Nicholas  Clapp.

WINSHIP  FAMILY 


i 

Edward  Winship,  who  stands  at  the  head  of  the  Winship  family 
in  America,  was  born  in  England  in  1613.  He  died  at  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts  on  December  2,  1688,  in  his  76th  year. 

On  August  10,  1635,  he  embarked  at  Harwich,  England,  on  the 
ship  “Defense”,  arriving  at  Boston  on  October  3,  1635.  Two  days 
later  he  located  in  Cambridge,  a  suburb  of  Boston,  and  remained 
there  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  was  made  a  freeman  of  the  town  the 
following  March  4th  and  was  a  member  of  the  Artillery  Company 
in  1638.  He  was  commissioned  an  Ensign  in  the  Cambridge  Militia 
Company  in  1647,  and  was  made  a  Lieutenant  in  1660. 

In  1638  he  purchased  the  land  commencing  at  the  corner  of 
Brattle  and  Mason  Streets,  extending  to  the  Commons,  and  he  was 
for  many  years  one  of  the  most  active  and  energetic  citizens  of 
Cambridge.  He  served  as  a  selectman  for  fourteen  years  between 
1637  and  1684,  and  held  several  other  official  positions  in  the  town. 
He  was  elected  Deputy  General  of  the  Court  in  1663,  1664,  1681 
through  1686,  the  last  Court  under  the  good  old  Charter. 

The  first  wife  of  Edward  Winship,  whom  he  married  about  1637, 
was  Jane,  daughter  of  the  Widow  Isabel  Wilkinson.  She  died  Febru¬ 
ary  28,  1656  and  he  married,  second,  in  1657,  Elizabeth.  According 
to  their  tombstone,  she  died  September  9,  1690,  in  her  58th  year. 
The  children  were  all  born  in  Cambridge.

WOODFORD  FAMILY 


i 

Thomas  Woodford,  born  in  Lincolnshire,  England,  came  from 
London  with  Edward  Winslow,  embarking  in  the  “William  and 
Francis”  on  May  7  and  arriving  on  June  5,  1632.  It  is  learned  from 
Governor  Winthrop’s  papers  that  there  were  sixty  passengers  on 
this  voyage,  but  the  custom-house  proves  that  only  sixteen  names 
were  made  known  to  the  government,  although  Rev.  Stephen 
Bachiler,  Rev.  Thomas  James  and  Rev.  Thomas  Weld  were  on 
board  to  elude  the  “malignant  feebleness”  of  Archbishop  Laud,  then 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  Mr.  Woodford  was  entered  as  a  “ser¬ 
vant”  for  the  same  reason. 

He  was  of  Roxbury,  Massachusetts  in  1632,  where  he  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  church  and  was  made  a  freeman  in  1635.  Early  he  re¬ 
moved  to  Hartford,  Connecticut  with  the  Hooker  party,  and  after 
the  death  of  his  wife,  about  1656,  he  removed  to  Northampton, 
Massachusetts  where  he  died  March  6,  1667.  In  his  Will  he  gave 
all  of  his  property  to  his  three  daughters,  naming  them  and  their 
husbands. 

His  wife  was  Mary,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Susannah  Blott. 
(Blott  II.)  They  were  married  March  4,  1635.

WOODRUFF  FAMILY 


i 

Matthew  Woodruff,  progenitor  of  this  family,  was  one  of  the 
original  eighty-four  proprietors  of  Farmington,  Connecticut,  after 
having  been  for  some  time  at  Hartford,  Connecticut.  His  wife,  who 
was  Hannah  Baldwin,  joined  the  Church  in  Farmington  on  April  2, 
1654.  He  was  made  a  freeman  in  1657. 

The  nuncupative  Will  of  Matthew  Woodruff  was  taken  on  Sep¬ 
tember  6,  1682  by  Thomas  Hart,  Thomas  Porter  and  Richard  Sey¬ 
mour.  A  large  portion  of  the  estate  was  bequeathed  to  his  son 
Samuel,  upon  condition  that  he  maintain  his  mother.  Land  was  given 
to  his  other  two  sons,  John  and  Matthew,  and  five  pounds  to  his 
daughter,  Hannah  Seymour.  This  Will  was  proven  on  December  14, 
1682.  However,  the  day  before,  the  Court  supplied  the  name  of  an¬ 
other  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  was  not  mentioned  in  the  Will,  and 
directed  the  payment  of  her  share.

He  resided  a 
short  time  in  Milford,  Connecticut,  where  he  was  propounded 
a  freeman  in  1671.  He  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  Church 
in  Farmington  on  March  1,  1679/80.  The  inventory  of  his  estate 
was  taken  on  November  18,  1691,  by  John  Orton  and  John  Lee.  It 
totaled  three  hundred  thirty-four  pounds,  eight  shillings  and  two 
pence.  The  seven  oldest  children  by  the  first  wife,  the  Court  placed 
under  the  guardianship  of  John  Woodruff,  brother  of  Matthew;  the 
youngest  two  children  were  left  with  their  mother.  In  1704  the  first 
seven  children  were  all  living  and  took  their  share  of  their  mother’s 
portion  of  the  estate  of  her  father,  their  grandfather,  Robert  Plum 
of  Milford. 
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The  first  wife  of  Matthew  Woodruff,  Jr.,  whom  he  married  on 
June  1 6,  1668,  was  Mary,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Mary  (Baldwin) 
Plum.  (Plum  II.)  She  was  baptized  in  February  1645  and  died  be¬ 
tween  1681  and  1685.  His  second  wife,  whom  he  married  about 
1686,  was  Sarah,  daughter  of  John  and  Mercy  (Bird)  North.  They 
were  married  in  Farmington  to  which  place  he  had  returned  after 
the  death  of  the  first  wife.  Sarah  (North)  Woodruff  died  in  1691, 
the  inventory  of  her  estate  being  taken  in  February  of  1691/2.  The 
first  three  children  were  bom  in  Milford,  the  rest  in  Farmington.

John  Woods,  Sr.,  of  Sudbury,  Massachusetts,  was  one  of  the 
petitioners  for  the  township  of  Marlborough.  He  shared  in  the  first 
division  of  the  land  and  was  one  of  the  prominent  men  in  the  place. 
He  was  on  the  board  of  Selectmen  in  1663,  1664  and  1665;  an^  was 
one  of  the  early  members  of  the  church. 

His  Will,  dated  November  26,  1677  and  proved  March  8,  1678, 
mentions  his  sons,  John,  Isaac  and  James,  his  wife,  father  Parminter 
and  son-in-law  John  Bellows.  It  is  probable  that  he  married  Mary 
Parminter,  who  died  August  17,  1690,  aged  80  years.  He  had  at  least 
three  sons  and  one  daughter.

Isaac  Woods,  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Parminter)  Woods,  died 
in  Marlborough,  Massachusetts  on  July  18,  1720.  His  Will,  dated 
June  8,  1720,  mentions  wife  Mary,  daughters  Mary  and  Elizabeth  by 
a  former  wife,  and  sons  Isaac,  Joseph,  Charles  and  Solomon.  His  first 
wife  was  Mary  who  died  February  3,  1689.  He  married,  second,  on 
May  8,  1700,  Alary  Fairbanks  of  Sherborn,  Massachusetts.
